VELESTINO BURNED. 


Another Panicky and Disorderly Re- 
treat of the Greeks. 


ATHENS, May 8.—The Turks have com- 
pletely occupied and burned Velestino. At 


7:30 o'clock Thursday evening the defeat of | 


the Greeks was complete and the pass to 
Volo open to the Turks. The searchlights 
of the war ships on the bay flashing up the 
mountain sides were of great assistance io 
the retreating Greeks, showing the road 
through the intense darkness. Over a dozen 
cannon were abandoned and captured by 
the Turks. Two hundred wounded soldiers 
were brought to Volo. 

The correspondent of the Associated Press 
is of the opinion that many of the Greek 
wounded soldiers were left on the fleld. It 
is impossible to estimate the number of 
killed. 

Advices received from the frontier about 
3 o’clock this afternoon are to the effect 
that Gen. Smolenski’s shattered army was 
cut in two. The left wing retired to Al- 
myros. What was left of the right wing 
came toward Volo broken and demoralized. 
The retreat across the mountains was al- 
most as bad as the panic which resulted in 
the change of base from Turnova to Voio. 
The scene of the more recent panic was wild 
and indescribable. On Thursday and Fri- 
day the populace filled the streets of ‘Volo 
with their household goods. The peasants 
from surrounding villages fled to the town 


and added chaos to confusion, 
Brigandage became common.

Not the Descendants of the Men Who 
Fought With Leonidas. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 8.—Col. Theodore A. 
Lodge, U. S. A., retired, is at the Waldorf. 
He is the author of “Great Captains; or A 
History of the Art of War,” and has trav- 
eled over the great battlefields of ancient 
and modern wars. He has crossed the ocean 
sixty times. Not long ago he was at Phar- 
sala studying Caesar's campaign against 
Pompey. ‘ 

In speaking of the war‘in Greece, he said 
that Gen. Miles would learn little by going 
there, except the topography of the coun- 
try. It would probably be over by the time 
he arrived, as it would bé only a short time 
before Greece would have to succumb. 

“The line of defense now assumed by 
Greece is artifictal,” he # “and it is a 
question how long she ¢ Where 
the stand should hav@ 

j 


line of defense. The’ Greeks should have 
made their greatest effort there, where na- 
ture gave them breastworks. They didn’t 
and right here it must be remembered the 
Greeks of to-day are not the descendants of 
the ancient Greeks who fought at the 
Pass of Thermopylae. They are Epirots 
and an entirely different race. There may 
be a few genuine descendants in the moun- 
tains. The race now is effervescent and 
evanescent.”’ 

Col. Dodge thinks the Greeks are antl- 
quated and poorly educated in warfare. 
He scouts the idea that fatalism has any- 
thing to do with making the Turk a good 
soldier. The Sultan’s chief aide is not a 
Mohammedan, but a Christian, being a 
Pole, and, by the way, is the father-in-law 
of Miss Collins of this city, Dr. Depew’s 
niece, who was married a few months ago. 

In discussing the Cuban war, Col. Dodge 
said that Gomez was emulating Fabius, 
the Roman General; who practically adopt- 
ed guerrilla warfare to fight Hannibal. 

‘Gomez is pursuing the right tactics in 
order to stand up against Spain,”’ he said. 
Napoleon found that he could not conquer 
the guerrillas in Spain—men who fought, 
retreated, disbanded and met again—and he 
wisely left the fighting to his generals. Go- 
mez would be foolish to risk his all on one 
great battle.”’ 

Col. Dodge said that when the animal was 
entirely eradicated from man, and he be- 
came purely an intellectual being, there 
would be no more good soldiers. The man 
who was enough of an animal to say, “‘I will 
fight,"" and who seized his gun for action, 
as the minute men of old did, he considered 
a better type, a more normal and healthier 
development than the intellectual non-com- 


batant.

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FEARS OF MASSACRE, 


Missionaries Here Will Delay Their 
Return to Turkey.

NEW YORK, May 8.—There is some fear 
on the part of the American Board of For- 
eign Mission that there will be a renewal of 
the massacre of Christians fn various parts 
of Turkey as a result of the war between 
the Turks and Greeks, and because of this 
fear three missionaries who are “home”’ 
in America on leave, have been requested 
not to return for the present. 

Rev. W. A. Farnesworth and his wife, 
now in Glen Ridge, N. J., have been en- 
gaged in missionary work in Turkey for 
forty-five years, and their station is at 
Caesarea, Mr.Farnesworth is anxious to re- 
turn to his post, but the board considers 
it unadvisable for him to do so. Dr. Will- 
iam §S. Dodd also is in New York ready to 
return, but is being held to await develop- 
ments. 

It is at the missions in Asiatic Turkey 
that an outbreak is feared. ‘There are mis- 
sions also in European Turkey, and these 
are near the seat of the conflict, but less 
anxiety is felt about them, because the 
population there is largely Greek, and the 
Greeks are friendly to the missionaries. 

The sum total of the property owned by 
the missions in European Turkey 1s incon- 
siderable compared with the property owned 
in Asiatic Turkey, which is estimated at 
$2,000, 000.

NEW YORK, May 8.—A correspondent in 
Washington, gossiping In dispatches to an 
afternoon paper here, says there is a case 
of John Alden and Priscilla in the Post- 
office Department. John-L, Bittinger, for- 
mer editor of the St. Joseph (Mo.) Herald, 
looks as much like President McKinley as 
President McKinley looks like Napoleon, 
although he is several years older and lacks 
the embonpoint. During the campaign of 
1892 Maj. McKinley made a stumping tour 


through Missouri and delivered thirty or 
forty speeches a day from the tall end of a 
train. The Republican Committee, who had 
him in charge laid ovt the route and tele- 
graphed ahead, and had a crowd for him 
to address at every station. 

Maj. Bittinger was the general manager 
of the excursion, and when McKinley got 
tired or hoarse he would seek the seclusion 
of one of the staterooms on the private car 
and Bittinger would take his place on the 
back platform. He looked so much like Mc- 
Kinley that few people detected the differ- 
ence unless they were personally acquainted 
with both men, and he had heard the Ma- 
jor’s speeches so often that he could repeat 
them by heart. 

The term of the Postmaster at St. Joseph 
expired during the closing days of Presi- 
dent Cleveland's administration and a gold 
Democrat was appointed to succeed him, 
but Senators Vest and Cockrell had the 
nomination hung up in committee and he 
wae not confirmed. The present Postmaster, 
Mr, Atkinson, a Republican, who held over 
from the Harrison admintstration, wants 
another term. Maj. Bittinger came _ to 
Washington a few days ago to secure his 
reappointment. The President received him 
kindly, referred to their experience during 
the campaign of 1892, and to'd some of the 
other visitors at the White House that Bit- 
tinger had impersonated him, but when he 
came to talk about the post office he told 
Bittinger that, because of certain complica- 
tions, he could not reappoint Mr. Atkinson. 

“But,” said he. “I will appoint you if you 
will accept the place.’’

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CABINET GRIGIS 
AT BERLIN, 


RESIGNATION OF HOHENLOHE 
AND VON BIEBERSTEIN. 


IN THE KAISER’S HANDS. 


For the Present, However, the Cabinet 
Members Will Retain 
Their Posts. 


BERLIN, May 8.—Throughout the week 
the entire press has been full of rumors of 
a cabinet crisis, and the wildest and most 
conflicting rumors and statements have 
been published on this subject. The corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press here 
learns on reliable authority that the facts 
in the case are as follows: 

The resignation of the Imperial Chancel- 
lor, Prince Hohenlohe, and the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Baron Marschall Von 
Bieberstein, have been in the hands of the 
Emperor for weeks, but no action has been 
taken. On Wednesday His Majesty had 
a long conversation with Prince Hohenlohe, 
and later he received Baron Marschall Von 
Bieberstein. Upon this occasion the for- 
eign, domestic and political situation was 


discussed. Regarding the internal troubles, 
the Prussian law associations and the mili- 
tary tariff bills were discussed, but no agree- 
ment was reached. The Emperor also spoke 
of the determined oposition to the policy 
of Baron Marschall Von Bieberstein upon 
the part of the Agrarians, the Conserva-~ 
tives, and even the National Liberals, and 
quoted the interpellation of the government 
on the subject of the Dingley bill in sup- 
port of his remarks. 

Just for the moment it is certain that the 
present Cabinet will retain their posts. 
Both Prince Hohenhole and Baron Mar- 
schall Von Bieberstein will wait for a more 
opportune moment to press their resigna- 
tions.

KAISER AND’ PARIS _ FIRE. 


The Germah Emperor Took Occasion to 
Offer the Olive Branch 
to France. 


LONDON, May 8.—The rejection of the ar- 
bitration treaty by the United States Sen- 
ate Committee has been received with much 
disappointment here, and many hard things 
are being said about American politicians. 
The weekly newspapers indulge in caustic 
comments on the subject. The Saturday 
Review says:

STOCKED FAVORITE SPOTS. 


EASILY REACHED FROM HERE. 


Bass and Croppy Biting Like Hungry 
Hoboes in the Lakes of the 


Tlinois Bottoms. 


Prospects for a favorable season of pisca- 
torical sport in the immediate vicinity of 
St. Louis were never brighter than they are 
this spring. The high water of the last few 
weeks has restocked the chain of lakes over 
in the Illinois bottome and pools that had 
the reputation during the last two years 
of being “fished out” will be found to con- 
tain now a good supply of the various fish 
indigenous to local waters. 

Especially is this the case with Chouteau 
Slough, Long Lake, Breese, Indian, Can- 
tine and the Steam Shovel, at all of which 
bass and croppy are reported to be biting 
ravenously. A party of two rods is said 
to have pulled a string of thirty-five croppy 
and eleven bass out of Long Lake at Stall- 
ings a few days ago, all the catch being of 
a fine pan size, none being less than eight 
inches in length. If this report is true the 
string is likely to stand as a record during 
the season. The game was captured in six 


hours fishing, worms being the bait used. 
All the water courses running into the 
Father of Waters are still high, some of 
them being almost bank full of a mush 
nearer the consistency of liquid landscape 
than aqua pura. This ts of course a nega- 
for fishing, but notwith- 
standing this handicap a prominent St. 
Louis disciple of the immortal Isaac took 
a trip to Hematite last Sunday and used his 
rod for the first time this season.

THE WORK IN NEW YORK. 


Colonies Are to Be Established and 
Houses in Plenty 


Built. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 8.—Another step toward 
the solution of the difficult problem involved 
in the proper housing of the city’s poor will 
be attempted soon in the establishment of 
a model colony in this city. The company 
thus far has confined its attention chiefly to 
the erection of model houses within the city 
limits, especially in the congested districts, 
but it was organized to undertake suburban 
operations as well. 

The present plan is to select a desirable 
site where several hun@red lots can be iald 
out, improved and built upon as soon as 
needed. The company does not speculate, 
and only builds houses when they are ap- 
plied for. The houses are*to afford ail rea- 
sonable comforts and conven.ences. The 
cheaper dwellings will probably be erected 
in rows of five or more, but the more pre- 
tentioug structures will be separated om 
each other, all being placed back from the 
street. The enterprise will afford special 
advantages for persons In receipt of mofler- 
ate incomes, enabling them to secure t- 
class houses In excellent neighborhoods ‘at a 
cost, including life insurance, of about as 
much per month as is now paid for rentals 
in the congested districts. The tracts, when 
laid out, will be subdivided and if practi. 
cable, one subdivision In each will be re- 
served for persons desiring to erect more ex- 


sive structures, though such will be re. 
guired to pay for their upon comple- 
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tion, not being allowed the advantages of 
the installment system. 

The houses will not be luxurious or s0 
costly as to tempt persons to expenditures 
beyond their means, but they will be made 
as inviting as possible and of guch variety 
of des'gn as to preclude an institutional ap- 
pearance. 

Dr. E. R. L. Gould, President of the com- 
pany, has given specia] study to the subject, 
and believes that the colony idea is thor- 
oughly practical, and is capS»le of success- 
ful development tn this country. The com- 
pany thus far has met with much suc- 
cess in its enterprises, its first undertaking 
having been the purchase of a tract in 
Sixty-elghth and Sixty-ninth streets, be- 
tween Amsterdam and West End avenues, 
upon which a group of model tenaments are 
being erected. Another site has been pur- 
chased from the Colored Home Society on 
First avenue, and will be devoted to a sim'- 
lar purpose, and a third tract has been 
purchased in Brooklyn and a fourth in the 
annexed district will be secured.

The election was hotly contested and was 
close, but Cox’s man Caldwell was elected. 
The Citizens’ party then called to its aid 
E. O. Eshelby, who had formerly been 
City Comptroller, and who was thoroughly 
posted as to the ins and outs of the Cox 
regime. Eshelby is a man of nerve, a 
fighter, and he rallied to his support some 
of the most Influential business men of the 
city, and, with the Citizens’ party, organ- 
ized the city into wards and formed a 
coalition with the Democratic party to 
down the Cox crowd.

The jailer informed Cox of Hobson’s con- 
dition and his admissions, and friends took 
him to the City Hospital, where for several 
days he lay as one in a stupor, Rallying he 
told how he had gone to the river, intending 
to drown himself, but his nerve failed him. 
Then he went up into Eden Park, intending 
to throw himself in the reservoir, and aiso 
told a story that twice he had placed a re- 
volver to his mouth to blow out his brains, 
but each time he thought of h‘'s family and 
failed in his purpose. When night came on 
he went to the jail and made his state- 
ment to Jailer Heine. 


The pubkcation of Hobson's actions 
caused Eshelby, Woodard and others of the 
Citizens’ party to go to the Court-house 
and demand of County Prosecutor John 
Schwartz to cause an investigation of Hob- 
s0n’s books as County Clerk. 

The Grand-jury was then in session. 
Hobson's chief clerk, Kelly, his brother-in- 
law, made a hasty examination of the 
County Clerk’s books. Shortages were dis- 
covered, first of $5,000, and then they grew 
until up to the present the amount embez- 
zied ds found to range between $16,000 and 
$20 000. Hobson, before his term as County 
Clerk, was County Recorder. It is believed 
that shortages during that administration 
will be found. The books will be examined. 

The Grand-jury indicted Hobson, and he is 
now under arrest, with George B. Cox as his 
bondsman in the sum of $25,000. 

While all this excitement was at its high- 
est the Frazer Tablet Co. of New York 
sprung another sensation In accusing Dr. 

W. Prendergast, Democratic Health Of- 
flecr, appointed by Cox, of blackmail in 
trying to mulct them out of $10,000, together 
with Dr. Limerick, a former agent of theirs. 
Both were arrested. Prendergast res'gned 
his office, and after a preliminary trial be- 
fore ‘Squire Winkler, the Grand-jury in- 
dicted both, and they are now under bond 
for their appearance. 

Then followed the greatest sensation of 
all. John C. Whetstone, Cashier of the City 
Water-works Department, who, under the 
influence of Cox, had held positions as As- 
Sistant Cashier in the Postoffice and As- 
sistant County Treasurer, was found to be 
over $16,000 short in his accounts at the 
Water-works. Whetstone made claim that 
he was not short, but that he had not re. 
ceived the money from the Receivers, En- 
sl'n and Zimmer. 

It thas been thought the safest policy, 
however, to suspend Whetstorie a.:] En- 
Slin pending an investization of the hvoks 
and accounts, and Wednesday a warrant 
was issued for Whetgtone’s arrest. 


A resume of the rise and downfall of Cox 
is interesting. Beginning as a hanger-on 
around the polls 'n the days before tne 
Australian ballot system was in vogue, he 
became a power in his precinct in the elec- 
tion of men for ward offi¢es, such as con- 
Stables, assessors and councilmen., 

Gathering about him ag his clique the best 
ward workers of the Republican party, he 
in a short time could be Felied upon to dice" 
tate who should be electedin his ward. 

Gradually, through his saloon tactics, he 
made his place a general rendezvous of poli- 
ticians, and from ‘his influence in one ward 
his power extended to other wards, until, 
through an alliance with the leading work- 
ers in all the wards, he controlled the city 
offices. Then he extended his field of opera- 
tions to the county, and only once became 
himself a candidate for office, getting him. 
self nominated for County Clerk, but was 
unsuccessful in becoming elected. Soon af- 
ter he ‘fixed up’”’ slates for county legislat- 
ors and controlled that branch of the po- 
litical arena, and little by little worked 
his way until he became a power in State 
conventions and secured the nomination of 
his men for Governor and other State of- 
fices. He made a bold fight for Foraker at 
Columbus for United States Senator against 
John Sherman, and nearly carried the day 
for his cand date.

Through 
Cox many men who have become prominent 
as Mayor of Cincinnat!, United States Con- 
gressmen and Senators and Presidents of 
the United States were materially aided in 
their high aspirations. 

Cox recently erected a magnificent res'- 
dence, palatial in its ppearance and 
handsomely furnished, in he most aristo- 
tratic portion of Cincinnati's chief suburb, 
Clifton. Harry Herrmann, one of his chet 
men in politics, has also butit a residence 
in Mount Auburn, another aristocratic 
suburb, that is so lavish in its furnishings 
that the C'tizens’ party made pictures of 
it prom'nent In thelr campa'gn documents 
previous to the late election. 

It is a hard matter to state with cer- 
tainity Boss Cox's personal methods. Every 
political deal consummated for Cincinnati 
or Hamilton County offices the past decade 
has been made through him, and was con- 
ducted with the greatest secrecy.

Of course a Congressman must put up in 
proportion a much larger sum than a candi- 
date for Magistrate.

Health, the police and eanitary forces, 
the street paving and street cleaning, care 
of the city hall and county court house 
and in factevery department of both city 
and county. No one can secure a position 
unless he is satisfactory to Cox. 

During his reign the county court house 
and new city hall have been built, the 
streets, alleys and avenues improved and 
paved with asphalt, granite and brick, 
and he, it has been alleged, is isterested in 
the brick, granite aa asphalt combines, 
When contracte are made Cox must first be 
‘““seen’’ and the fixing of salaries of the city 
and county employes is regulated by him. 

It has developed since the investigations 
of public offices have begun that the em- 
ployes do not receive in full the salaries 
the pay rolls show have been paid to them. 
During the recent campaign E. O. Eshelby 
charged over his own signature that two 
pay rolls were kept in certain departments, 
one showing the actual salaries received by 
employes and another a “dummy pay roll’ 
that showed largely increase salaries. 
Eshelby made: the startli statement that 
Cox got the difference. It can be readil 
imagined if true what an enormous graft 
the salary difference alone would yield, 

In the paving of alleys by brick alone 
abutting property owners were assessed so 
much per foot, and the same plan pursued 
in the paving of sidewalks. Cox, it has 
been charged, received a rake-off both on 
the assessments and from the contractors 
who did the work. 


The Citizens’ party, just previous to the 
election, also made public an alleged scheme 
by which Cox was to greatly increase his 
holdings by an enlargement of the County 
Court-house, extending it for two blocks on 
the north wing to the canal and south a 
block to Ninth.street. He had, so his accus- 
ers charge, other plans for the granting of 
franchises to street and railroad co ra- 
tions.

The election of a new set of officials has 
greatly opened the eyes of the public. It 


has taken Cox and his lieutenants years to | 


secure their hold upon the city and county. 
They will not give up without a desperate 
struggle, and it may take years to complete 
Cox’s perpetual downfall. The entering 
wedge toward that accomplishment has be- 
gun. The astounding revelations as to 
rascality in office are another body blow to 
¢he gang, which may have its effect at the 
coming fall election. The gang, however, is 
well organized in every ward, precinct and 
township, and although it has been stated 
that Cox has confided to his intimates that 
che ‘has had enough of politics and is serious- 
ly thinking of retiring, the alert workers of 
the opposition look upon this threat as a 
mere bluff, and they have already taken 
steps to fortify them for the next campaign

Dr. C. M. Wilson arrived in St. Louis 
from Fairmount, Ind., last night and ap- 
plied at Police Headquarters for a policeman 
to accompany him to the home of his wife, 
Mrs. Olive Wilson, 42 St. Louis avenue.

The Turners were also graitfied 
that the Mayor of the city gave their great 
Organization and ite festival official recog- 
nition, by declaring a legal half holiday in 
the city departments, and delivered a semi- 
official address of welcome at the dedica- 
tion ceremonies on Thursday night.

AMERICANS ABROAD. 


Some of the Things a Tourist in Europe 
Should Know. 


The European nations have all gone to 
making rules and regulations for bicycles 
which are strictly enforced by their very 
officious uniformed officials. More or less 


red tape is mixed up itn the business, but 
all the rules are strictly enforced. 

In Austria tourists are required to deposit 
$10 at the Custom-house, where they must 
swear to a declaration that the wheel in 
their possession is not for sale, and that it 
is the intention to remain only temporarily 
in the country. The money is refunded 
upon departure. ‘ 

Tourists entering Belgium are required 
to make a ceposit at the Custom-house of 
&@ sum equal to 12 per cent ad valorem, 
This amount is refun&ed upon departure. 
Members of the Touring Club de France 
are exempt from this amount providing 
they do not remain in the country longer 
than six months. 
| In Denmark the deposit required ig equal 
ito 10 per cent ad valorem. Be sure that 
the customs officer places a lead seal on 
the cycle. The deposit is refunded on'ty 
at the Custom-house where it was made 
unless a special permit is obtained permit- 
ting the tourist to leave by some. other 
customs bureau. In Egypt the same for- 
mality is gone through w-th as“In Den- 
mark, except that 8&8 per cent ad valortm 
is charged and but 7 ner cent refunded. 

The duty in Greece is $2 each. In ad- 
dition the cyclist must pay an octro] tax 
of 40 cents. Of the $2 tax $1 is refunded, 
that ts, unless it is eaten up in fees,

The Lazy Messenger Boy Is byt a 
Myth. 

In no particular has the advent of the

lock is inclosed in a case, containing an 
ordinary clockwork movement. The case 
iS atlached by a clip to the head of the 
machine. A cap is loosely attached to the 
lower end Of the case by a bolt, and a fork, 
which may be folded up against the front 
of the case or turned downward astride of 
the wheel is connected with this cap through 
a hinge joint to which the fork ts pivoted. 

This permits the fork to rotate laterally 
in addition to its folding movement. In 
the knuckle hinge a groove is provided 
to engage a locking bolt, which has an 
endwise movement in the cap. It is held 
in contact with the knuekle by.a spring, 
and is guided in it endwise movement dy 
another bolt passing through a slot in it. 

On this latter bolt there is mounted inside 
of tie case a tumbler-disk, provided with 
& number of pins, so arranged that when the 
key is inserted through the guiding cylinder 
the end of the key will terminate approxi- 
mately even with the inner side of one of 
the pins. By turning the key the edge is 
brought in contact with the nearest pin, 
with the effect of turning the tumbler-disk 
far enough to retract the locking bolt. By a 
pawl and lever arrangement connection ts 
made with a clapper, which strikes the 
alarm gong. 

It has been the object of the inventor to 
provide a device in which, when locked, 
the slightest lateral movement of the bicycle 
wlil impart a corresponding movement to 
the swivelling fork and cap, and through 
the mechanism will sound an alarm bell and 
thus make theft unlikely.

WOMAN’S HUMANE SCCIETY 
TAKES HIS DAUGHTER. 


‘LITTLE ONE SADLY NEGLECTED. 


| Dude Pugilist So Busy Drinking and 


Fighting That Gertie Had to 
Shift for Herself. 


When Jack Devine, the dude pugilist, 
awoke yesterday afternoon at 1 o’clock he 
found himself minus a daughter. He asked 
his wife where the little one could be, but 
she, like her husband, had been sleeping all 
the morning and could not inform him. 


Then Jack asked Mrs. Pomeroulie, the 
landlady at 1320 Pine street, where the De- 
vines have been rooming for five weeks. 

The reef eaid that little Gertie, the 
65-year-old child in question, had gone; that 
an officer had taken her away. She did 
not quite know what officer, but believed 
he represnted a humane society. Yes, she 
had his card, and she exhibited it. The 
pemenoara bore the inscription, ‘“C. 8. 

abney, agent Woman’s Humane Society 
of Missouri.’’ 

After Jack realized what had taken 
oe he washed his face, so as to clear his 

rain, donned his clothing in a hurry and 
started down town. He vowed when he 
left the house that he first intended to do 
up Agent Dabney and then take legal steps 
to recover his child. 

The action of the Woman’s Humane So- 
ciety in this case is due to the complaint 
made by those living at .the above number 
on Pine street. They reported that Devine 
and his wife had been quarreling and fight- 
ing for three or four weeks and that the 
little one had been neglected all this time. 
Moreover it was said the parents would 
absent themselves from the house until 
the small hours of morning and as a conse- 
quer.ce would sleep until late the next af- 
ternoon. Meanwhile the child would roam 
the halls and yard, with no one to talk ‘to 
save neighbors and no one to see that it 
had anything to eat until such time as the 
Devines chose to arise. It was moreover 
said that as Mr. and Mrs. Devine were 
frequently fighting the little one often was 
compelled to listen to the most abusive 
language, 

The case was referred by Mrs. T. G. Com- 
stock, President of the Woman’s Humane 
Society, to Agent Dabney, and he was in- 
structed to act. He consulted with Attor- 
neys Gadsden & Blow, who attend to the 
society’s legal business, and was advised 
to at once secure possession of the little one. 
They considered the charter of the society 
and the laws of Missouri warranted the 
step, and that the soclety could be tem- 
porary guar‘tian until one should be appoin- 
ed by the court. The lawyers said they 
would at once file papers to secure legal 
sapere pes but they thought it advisable 
o stretch a pofnt if necessary and secure 
actual possession. 

This, therefore, Mr. Dabney did Saturday 
morning. He went to the boarding-house, 
1320 Pine, at 11 o’clock, and learning the 
Devines were still in bed, he sent for the 
child. The little one was found in the back 
yard all alone, amusing herself as best she 
could until her parents might awake. She 
was tempted by the offer of sweetmeats to 
accompany the agent, and the latter at 
once took her to his office, 108 North Ninth 
street, and later in the afternoon she was 
taken in charge by a member of the society, 
who will keep her until the sanction of the 
court can be obtained to place her in a 
mission. 

It was learned yesterday morning that 
little Gertie had become so discouraged and 
eo tired of life that she tried to commit sui- 
cide. This happened Thursday. There had 
been one of the wild scenes between Devine 
and his wife. They had cursed and fought 
for some time until all the boarders were 
disturbed by the racket.. The rOW wound 
up in the dude pugilist kicking his wife 
down stairs and the two had it hot and 
heavy out in the etreet after their mix-up 
in the room. Little Gertie had been a wit- 
ness to the struggle between her parents 
and soon after they had left the room she 
ran to the bureau and ~pulling open a 
drawer exclaimed: “I’m going to kill my- 
self, so I am.’’ Then she swore. It was 
the first time she had been heard to use 
an oath. The child later told the landlady 
she was looking for a knife which she 
thought was in the drawer. 

This fight between the Devines caused 
their arrest, but in Police Court they were 
discharged, the Judge holding that one was 
as sacks to blame as the other. Upon re- 
turning to the Pine street house Mrs. Pom- 
eroulle told them she would like the 
room they had occupied for five weeks. 
Mrs. Devine asked that they be allowed to 
remain for a short time longer as they had 
no money with Which to move. 

Friday night the two were out until “all 
hours,” so they were sound asleep when 
Agent Dabney took away the child. 

i reporter for the Post-Dispatch visited 
the house yesterday afternoon just as Jack 
was starting down town. He had nothing 
to say beyond that he was going to recover 
his child in some manner and that he also 
intended thrashing Mr. Dabney. 

His wife was more communicative, how- 
ever, and after her husband had gone 
asked the reporter into their room, which in 
boarding parlance is the ground floor front. 
The apartment was in wild confusion. 
Silk dresses were thrown over the backs of 
chairs, trunks were open, and costly but 
crumpled raiment had been thrown pell- 
mell into the receptacles. There was lin- 
gerie strewn promiscuously over the floor 
and stockings of gaudy hue. Mrs. Devine's 
chief decoration consisted of a black eye. 
It had as a substrata a line of deep yellow. 

“Yes, Jack gave me that,"’ she said apol- 
ogetically. ‘‘But please don’t say any- 
thing about it. Isn’t it awful the way they 
have acted and taken the child. It is 
Jack's child, you know, not mine. But he 
will get it back. He has the law with him, 
and don’t you forget it. Why, it’s non- 
sense, that ~ ge about Gertie not having 
enough to eat. She had 25 cents yesterday 
with which to buy candy, and surely tf she 
had been hungry she would have bought 
cakes instead, and I know she had 10 cents 
this morning. 

“To be sure, Jack and I sleep pretty 
late mornings, but as soon as we awake 
we send for our breakfast and Gertie al- 
ways has her share.

Edward Bellamy, the noted author of 
“Looking Backward,” whose portrait is 
here reproduced, has written a new book, 
which will be published this month by D. 
Appleton & Co. Its title is ““Equality,”’ but 
whether it is a novel or what has not yet 
been announced. 

It was in 1888 that ‘Looking Backward” 
appeared. Over 400,000 coples of it were 
sold in this country, nearly as many in En- 
gland, and the sales from translations which 
were made into nearly every civilized 
tongue brought the total up to over a mil- 
lion copies. It was a greater success than 
“Trilby” or any other novel of modern 
times. 

Since then Mr. Bellamy has written no 
book until the one now about to be pub- 
lished. Had he been an “exploiter,”” ready 
to fleece the public on account of a single 
great success, he might have flooded the 
market with productions from his pen, 
whether he had anything to say or not, and 
thus reaped a harvest without much ef- 
fort. But Edward Bellamy is not that kind 
of man. Those who have been moved al- 
most to tears by the last chapter of “Look- 
ing Backward” know that he would only 
write when he-had a MesSage to deliver, or 
at any rate, when thé inspiration made it- 
self felt. 

Owing to the fact th international copy- 
right laws did not t when ‘Looking 
Backward” appeared Mr. Bellamy got next 
to nothing on the foreign editions of this 
book. He will get the benefit of the exist- 
ing laws if his new book should prove such 
a success as to sell well abroad, 

Mr. Bellamy is still a comparatively young 
man. He resides at Chicopee Falls, Mass.

Those who know the Jewish race as it 
really is, ought to read “In the Pale,”” by 
Henry Ilowizi, published by the Jewish 
Publication Society of America. They 


should algo read such books as Israel Zang- 
will’s “Children of the Ghetto.”” Either of 
these works presents a picture of orthodox 
Jewish life and character as different from 
the currently accepted view as the distance 
between the les. 

“In the Pale’ is a collection of stories and 
legends of the Russian Jews, who con- 
stitute a majority of the race. The reader 
will find that, while generally immersed in 
superstition, these people as a whole, in the 
Russian villages and country, are a de- 
voted, admirable race, unworldly, or ‘‘other- 
worldly,” to the point of foolishness in the 
eyes of the scoffer. 

Here is a curious story, for example, 
about the “Baal-shem and his Golem.’’ The 
Baal-shem was a learned Rabbi of the 
Karolin Chassidim, who were a Jewish sect 
dwelling at Karolin, an obscure town in 
Russia. They believed the Baal-shem had 
“unlimited sway over agencies invisible. 
It was their custom to pray in a loud voice 
on the Sabbath. The Governor of the prov- 
ince and the Mayor were persecutors of 
the Jew, and the Chassidim and their Baal- 
shem looked upon these two as monsters, in- 
earnations of Satan the Beast and Lilith 
the Harlot. The Baal-shem was a profound 
student of the wonderful Kabbala, that 
mystic book which reveals the secrets of 
power and endows its devotee with magic 
virtues. 

On a certain day the Mayor, acting under 
the advice of the Governor and other enh- 
emies of the Chassidim, determined to 
put a stop to the loud praying. He gave 
the worshipers due notice. But the fol- 
lowing Sabbath found them prepared to 
pray as usual. 

“While the dauntless Chassidim were lost 
in rapturous vociferation, led on by their 
sky-storming chief, whose voice rang out 
like rattling thunder, streams of water came 
bursting through the windows of the sacred 
place, shattering the glass and turning the 
house Into a lagoon of mud and mire. And 
when the bulk of the congregation made a 
rush for dry land, the fire brigade without 
received them with volumes of the thin fluid 
and with shouts of laughter and jeers and 
sneers and huzzahs of derision.’ 

Soon after the Mayor’s house was burned 
and he and his family with it. The per- 
secuted Chassidim firmly believed that their 
Baal-shem had sent a ‘“‘Golem’’—a sort of 
dragon of fire compounded out of his magic 
skill—to work vengeance upon Satan the 
Beast and the hated Lilith. The official 
version was that “the accident was caused 
by a red bolt of lightning, which killed the 
people and destroyed the building.

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TEN-CENT FARES IN ST. LOUIS. 

If present conditions governing street 
ear travel in St. Louis could be regarded 
@s permanent, the tendency toward street 
railway consolidation would not be con- 
sidered a misfortune. 

Although this city is covered with a 
network of street railways, bringing the 
most distant sections into quick com- 
munication with each other, the want of 
proper transfer facilities has levied an 
excessive toll on the large body of the 
traveling public and business community 
passing daily between widely separated 
districts outside of the great business 
center. St. Louis has been and is more 
poorly provided with transfer facilities 
than any other city of the first class, 
or than most.of the cities of the second 
Class, in this country. 

In other cities consolidation has not 
been found necessary to transfer arrange- 
ments. In many cities the railway com- 
panies have found it profitable to carry 
passengers by transfer anywhere within 
the city limits, for one fare. In still 
others the power of the community has 
been exercised in ordinances compelling 
such transfers. In St. Louis neither of 
these influences has operated to any con- 
siderable extent in giving the people a 
proper return for the use of their streets. 

Even St. Louis, conservative as it is 
and slow to change, will not much longer 
consent to impositions which the people 
of other cities have long since thrown off. 
Chicago is fighting five-cent fares, while 
St. Louis is still protesting, mildly, 
against ten-cent fares.

AMERICAN WATER-WORKS. 

The Engineering News Company is 
about to issue a Manual of American 
Water-Works. A few gleanings from the 
advance pages will be interesting. 

A century ago there were practically 
no water-works in the United States or 
Canada. Now there are 3,350 such works, 
supplying more than that number of 
towns. Of these water-works 2,780 have 
been built since 1880, and 1,400 in the past 
six years. 

Of the 3,196 completed water-works in 
the United States, 1,690, or more than 
half, are owned by the municipalities 
which they supply,-and 1,489 by private 
companies, leaving 17 plants of unknown 
ownership. In Canada there are 109 pub- 
lic and 35 private plants. 

It is interesting to note that the ten- 
Gency is strongly towards municipal 
Ownership of water-works. In recent 
years about 200 cities and villages have 
changed from private to public owner- 
ship, and only one-tenth of the number. 
from public to private. A good many 
others are trying to obtain public owner- 
ship, but have been so far prevented by 


legal defects in elections and other tech- 


nical difficulties. The tendency to pub- 


ec control has been strongest in the large 


cities. Of the 50 largest cities in the 
Wnited States, only 9 are now dependent

PHOTOGRAPHING THE SOUL. 

So many scientific fakes have been 
sprung of late, that the average reader 
Will be disposed to look with some sys- 
picion upon the reported discovery of 
Prof. Von Schroen that crystals not only 
have life but sex, and that they take part 
in the struggle for existence in an active 
way, contending, mating, and otherwise 
acting as if endowed with a sort of in- 
telligence. 

That crystals have life is no new the- 
ory. Swedenborg and others have as- 
serted that all matter has an indwelling 
spiritual counterpart, upon whose lines 
it is built up, and the science of crys- 
talography deals with lines of force 
which govern the shape of a crystal and 
must themselves be governed by an in- 
visible power, either peculiar to the crys- 
tal or outside of it, so to speak. 

Students of chemistry are aware that 
when different salts are dissolved in a 
single vessel of water, they will form sep- 
arate crystals at the bottom of the vessel, 
each salt unerringly taking its place in 
its own group. There is no disorder. All 
is governed by a law which, if not intelli- 
gent, is closely akin to intelligence, 
All this is very interesting. But the 
interest is likely to be vastly increased if 
Prof. Von Schroen has actually produced 
an instrument by means of which he can 
view the interior life of the crystals.

BISHOP POTTER ON STRIKES. 

The recent utterances of Bishop Pot- 
ter of New York, at a meeting of the 
Church Association for the Interests of 
Labor, prove that the labor question is 


| forcing itself upon the notice of men and 


classes that have hitherto ignored it. 
Among other things the bishop said: 

The working man wants to be put on a 
higher plane. He does not want to be con- 
sidered as a piece of machinery. He has 
rights as well as those who do not win their 
bread by the sweat of their brow, and his 
rights must be respected. Capital hae band- 
ed together, and so have the workingmen. 
* * * If I were a working man and had 
not received juetice at the hands of my 
employer, I would do as men have done and 
Strike until I was recognized. 

Viewing Bishop Potter’s indorsement of 
strikes from the economic standpoint, it 
would work an injury to the very men 
who enlist his sympathy, if it encouraged 
them to look to strikes for the adjust- 
ment 
their employers save as a last resort. 
Statistics, compiled both in this country 
and in Europe, demonstrate that the 
workingmen as a whole, and especially 
the participants in strikes, have lost more 
than they have gained by this method of 
warfare. 
that the improved position of the Jabor- 
ing class during the last -fifty years in 
most civilized countries is in large part 
due to labor unions and the menace 
which these unions imply when any of 
their members .are imposed upon or 
wrongfully dealt with. That is to say, 
many a “labor trouble” has been adjust- 
ed in a manner beneficial to the workers 
because employers have understood that 
a strike would follow a failure to ad- 
just. 

In so far as Bishop Potter’s utterance 
is an assertion for Labor of an equal 
right with Capital to combine for its own 
protection and for the promotion of its 
interests, it is simply the assertion of a 
fundamental truth. Public attention un- 
til very recently has been concentrated 
upon labor unions as if they were an ex- 
ceptional movement, and as if employers 
were thereby placed-at a disadvantage. 
As a matter of fact, however, combina- 
tions of capitalists and employers long 
preceded like combinations of working- 
men and employes. And now one of the 
most striking phenomena of the times in 
the domain of sociology is the tendency 
to conduct almost all kinds of business 
and industry through combinations of 
capital in the form of corporations and 
trusts. 

The right to quit work, as a protest 
against injustice, is an inalienable right. 
It is included in the fundamental right 
to “life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness.””’ But workingmen ought to rec- 
ognize that strikes are apt to produce 
disorder and to aggravate unjust condi- 
tions. The strike should only be resort- 
ed to when all attempts at arbitration 
and other methods of peaceful adjust- 


ment have failed.

Speaking of furniture reminds me of sun- 
dry kicks which have reached me anent the 
scarcity of benches in the parks, notably 
in Forest and Tower Grove. Spring has 
been a little tardy, it is true, and the delay 
in bringing out the benches from winter 
quarters was justifiable. But now they are 
out the tendency toward gregariousness, 80 
to speak, in placing the seats is overdone. 
In the neighborhood of the big green where 
the merry-go-round with its steam organ 
attachment is and around the music stand 
at Forest Park seats are as thick as black- 
berries. So at Tower Grove the, seats are 
bunched at the music stand, This is al 
right for concert days, but when there is 
not the attraction of music everybody does 
not want to flock to one place. There are 
those who want to get away from the crowd, 
and the very few benches scattered along 
the less frequented paths are totally in- 
adequate for the accommodation of visitors. 
There must be sufficient benches for the 
concert audiences, but no better use could 
be found for part of the annual appropria- 
tions than the purchase of some more seats. 
The south side of Forest Park is almost to- 
tally unprovided with benches, and since 
the extension of the Chouteau avenue divis- 
jon of the Lindell Railroad this lack of 
seats has been much complained of.

Speaking of fresh air, about this tlme of 
the year the usual kick Is coming against 
the street car companies. There seems to 
be an utter lack of discrimination on their 
part. When summer cars are put on that 
settles it. They are there to stay, regard- 
less of the cold days which may come before 
the weather is fully settled. Up to date 
there are many nights when the summer car 
is too cool for comfort and dangerous to the 
health of its patrons, after sundown. But 
having been started out of the car shed In 
the heat of the day it must be kept on until 
the last run. To the uninitiate it would seem 
that it would not involve a vast deal of 
trouble to run a car in and take out an- 
other in place of it, when a fall of tempera- 
ture renders the change desirable. There 
is no easier way of contra¢ting colds and 
pneumonia than by riding in swiftly moving 
open cars on cool evenings. But then the 
doctors are the gainers by it. 


The ignorance of some of the conductors 
on our street cars is something astonishing 
and inexcusable. They are in ignorance of 
the locations they pass or pass close by 
every day. A conductor on the California 
avenue division of the Scullin line was una- 
ble to tell a passenger the ‘other day where 
to get off to reach Carondelet Park.

I heard a 
Bellefontaine car conductor tell a visitor 
that the Planters’ Hotel was “ wheres 
down town.” That was as near could 
guess. These are only a few venga

BULLET FROM A OAT RIFLE KILIS 
ROBERT HUNICKE, 


SAD ACCIDENT AT GLENDALE. 


Henry Chase Not Held Responsible, 
|. but He and His Parents Are 
‘¢ Stricken With Grief. 


Au inquest was held at Glendale yester- 

ay morning and a verdict was rendered 
frat Robert Hunicke was accidentally shot. 

ittla, Henry Chase was not held respon- 
kible 18 any manner for the death, and the 
Shisode, 860 far as the law is concerned, 
ends with these few inquiries and the com- 
mionplace result. 

But never since Glendale has been a 
Buburb has there been such gloom thrown 
over the pretty little borough. The 
premature discharge of a cat rifle Friday 
evening ended the life of a lad who was 
known throughout that entire section and 
joved by all who knew him. He was the 
Becond child of Robert E. Hunicke, the 
wealthy lumber dealer, and was a pupil at 
Prof, Haight’s Military Academy, at Web- 
Ster, His chum at school and while at play 
Was Henry Chase. The latter was 12 years 
of age and the former 10. The boys were al- 
Ways together and this was easy for them, 
the country residence of Dr. Fred B. Chase, 
the dentist at Sixth and Locust, adjoining 


that of Mr. Hunicke, both living within a 
Stone's throw of the ‘Frisco tracks. 

The lads were shooting at frogs Friday 
evening from a bridge. It was Henry's 
turn, and as he lifted the weapon to his 
shoulder his hand slipped, the trigger was 
pulled and the bullet struck Robert in the 
right temple. There were a dozen youngst- 
ers around at the time, but all ran away 
when Robert fell, with the exception of 
Henry. He hurried down to the brook 
dipped his cap in the stream, and carried 
it full of water to his comrade. With this 
he endeavored to check the flow of blood 
that was oozing from the wounded lad’s 
forehead. 

Some men were attracted 
of the youngsters who had fied and found 
the two boys on the bridge. They bore 
Robert to his father’s home, and messeng- 
ers were at once sent for physicians. -Three 
were at the house within anchour, but they 
could do nothing, for the bullet had pierced 
the brain. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Hunicke were in the 
city when the accident happened; the latter 
was making calls. Several neighbors went 
to the train by which she arrived in the 
evemneg [{n order to prepare her for the sad 
scene at the house. Strange to say the 
mother walked up to them the moment she 
alighted from the cars and exclaimed: “It 
has happened; I know it has. Now tell me 
how.’”’ 

This remark was the outcome of a premo- 
nition that Mrs. Huntcke has had since the 
birth of her gon. She frequently told her 
neighbors that she had a presentment her 
boy would never live to man’s estate, and 
that his life would be cut short by an ac- 
cident. This remark she had repeated to a 
neighbor only a few days before, 

The mother arr‘ved at the house a few 
minutes before her boy died. He did not re- 
rain consciousness, and the last words she 
Sead from him were that setyg Sg | woen he 
had driven to the station in his little dog- 

waving a bunch of flowers, had

much more pitiful. Dr. Chase and his wife 
had remained up all night, and the mother 
of the lad who had accidentally killed his 
comrade was nearly crazed with the grief 
she felt. Dr. Chase was so wrought up over 
the accident that his hands shook as { 
they were palsted while the c8nversed with a 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch. 

“They have been so kind and .consiier- 
ate,”’ he said, referring to his neighbors, 
*‘They do not blame our poor boy at all. Oh,l 
would a thousand times rather have come 
home last nimht and found Henry dead than 
to have things as they are,” 

Just then a lad clad tin Knee trousers en- 
tered the room. * His face had a strange ex- 
pression, 
etranger in the room; then his lips began 
to quiver and there was a wild look in his 
eyes. 

“Yes, that’s the unfortunate boy,” said 
the dentist. ‘There, there, Henry, don’t 
cry,” for the boy had sprung into his tap 
and was sobbing convulsively. “It wasn’t 
your fault; it was mine. I should never 
have given you the rifle.”’ 

Then for several minutes the father was 
£O overcome that he could not speak. Tears 
came from his eyes as well as from the 
boy's. He was suffering for the Httle one. 
Finally he went on: 

“It seems now that I must remove to 
town. I don’t believe I can stand it any 
more out here,’ and he looked around the 
handsomely furnished parlor with an ex- 
presssion of regret on his face. 

Dr. Chase then asked his son to tell the 
story of the accident and between his sobs 
the lad related the tragedy as given above. 
The father added that Henry was an excel- 
lent shot and had been accustomed to fire- 
arms since early boyhood; that he had 
taught him to handle them and he had al- 
ways been extremely careful. Dr. Chase also 
said that the bullet which proved fatal was 
backed by a heavier charge of powder than 
that nerally used in a cat rifle. His eon, 
he said, was not satisfled with the carrying 

ower of the cartridges that had been 

ought at the stores and had made some 
for his own use. 

The funeral of Robert Hunicke will be 
held this afternoon at 2 o’clock at the resi- 
dence in Glendale and the interment will 
be at Oak Hill Cemetery. .

It Will Be One of the Most Beautiful 
Homes in St. Louis. 


Mr. George Warren Brown of the Brown 
Shoe Co., has had prepared plans for one 
of the handsomest houses in St. Louis. The 
house is to be located on lot 18 in Portland 
Place, and will have ample grounds sur- 
rounding it. The plans were prepared for 
Mr. Brown by Architect F. C. Bonsack who 
has in his design produced some novel and 
pleasing effects. 

The frontage of the structure is 79 eee 
and the depth 68 feet with stone porch an 
porte cochere. Exterior surface is of Bed- 
ford sand stone, granite base course. Ex- 
terior design Romanesque, Interior walls 
are of brick throughout,, no wooden girders 
used, all being .steel] beam girders. All 
oe used is American plate. Roof is to 

e covered with flat red tile. All gutters, 
valleys, etc., lined with copper. Front steps 
State of Maine granite. 

On entering, the library is located imme- 
diately on the left, parlor on the right, fac- 
ing is a grand stair-hall. Back of the 
library, and connected with the same by 
large sliding doors, is the dining room. On 
the right and back of the parlor is the 
side entrance leading to the porte cochere. 
Connected with the side hall is located the 
den. In the rear of the building is the 
kitchen and other culinary departments. All 
with tile floors throughout. 

Up the broad flight of stairs leading to 
the second floor the visitor immediately 
enters a large hall. To the right are lo- 
cated two large, spacious sleeping apart- 
ments, and connected with the same are 
dressing rooms, bath rooms, ete. To the 
right is another large sleeping apartment, 
connected with same dressing-room, pri- 
vate bath, linen room, etc., complete. In 
the rear is another large suite of apart- 
ments. 

In the attic is the servants’ apartments, 
with bath-rooms, etc. The billiard room is 
in the basement.

The kitchen is designed to be one of the 
most modern kitchens built.

COFFEE MARKET. 


Some Facts and Figures and Some Interesting In- 


formation and Anecdotes Regarding Coffee 


and the Coffee Business. 


There is one common ground on which 
all men meet as equals, where they all 
class themselves as experts. That is their 
judgment of the quality of coffee. Every 
man and every other woman in the world 
considers himself or herself as perfectly 
qualified to pass judgment equal to that 
of an expert on the morning beverage of 
the American people, and to intimate to a 
man that he does not know a good cup of 
coffee when he tastes it is to make him 
your life-long enemy. He is. positive that 
he knows all about tt, and his wife usually 
supports him in that belief, thus increasing 
his egotism. But he doesn’t as a matter 
of fact kriow anything about it. The 
coffee experts in the city can be numbered 
on the fingers almost of one hand, A 
coffee expert is a’ man who can take up 
a handful of the green grain at random and 


off-hand tell you whether it will grade Nof 
56 or No. 6, or who can draw a 
cup of coffee and pronounce it this or that 
grade of Java,.or who can tell you that the 
Brazilian coffee he is tasting is a Santos, 
-@ Rio or a Ceara. There is a difference 
that is marked, but the ordinary drinker 
of coffee knows nothing about it, and cannot 
notice a variation in flavor. Newspaper 
readers frequently. hear of the wonderful 
sense of taste and great powers of judging 

ossessed by the tea experts of the astern 
mporting markets. Their talents are no 
greater than those possessed by the com- 

aratively few eoffee experts of the country, 

f as great. ; 

Probably the most expert judge of cof- 
fees in this city is Mr. Huburtus Schotten, 
who has made a study of it for twenty- 
five years, and who has inherited his judg- 
ment from his father, William Schotten. 

Close up to Mr. Schotten is Mr. W. J. H. 
Bown of the Hanley & Kinsella Co., who 
is classed as a fine judge of grades. 

J. H. McMahan, the coffee broker, is one 
of the best posted men in the city on Guat- 
emalan coffees. He practically handles all 
of that product that comes into St. Louis. 

Max Good, another broker, and a young 
man, is said to be one of the best judges 
of grades in the olty. C. F. Blanke, it is 
said, can grade coffees without standards. 

George W. Sale is another man whose 
long experience has taught him to distin- 

uish good from bad coffee, both by the 
ook and the taste. 

Some of the wholesale grocers are also 
to be classed among the experts in the 
ane of coffees. robably the two best 
udges are Adam Roth and E. G. Scudder. 

St. Louis is a great market for coffees. 
In fact we stand third in the volume of 
sales in the United States. New York 
holds first place by virtue of the fact that 
she is the seaboard port to which the 
heavy shipments are sent from the grow- 
ing countries. Baltimore is next for a simi- 
lar reason. St. Louis is third and is the 
supply market for a wide territory. We are 
importing great quantities of coffee every 
year direct from the producing countries, 
‘and after roasting many of them we are 
ee to the West, Southwest and South, 
and to some extent to the East. 

It is not at all unusual for local dealers, 
when conditions happen to be favorable, to 
ship certain grades of coffee to the far 
east and there are always carried in New 
York warehouses heavy stocks of coffees 
belonging to St. Louis houses awaiting ship- 
ment to various parts of the country ag or- 
dered. All of these goods, though direct im- 
portations by the St. Louls houses, are en- 
tered in the custom house at the seuabord 
— reasons that make it inadvisable to 

ring them through to 8t. Louis in bond. 

The importance of this market as a cof- 
fee distributing center ts shown by the as- 
tonishing increase in the receipts of coffee 
as taken from the Merchants’ change fig- 
ures for 1896.

The 
coffee dealers themselves were surprised 
and at first disposed to discredit the figures, 
but on consultation and a verification of the 
business by estimating that of the various 
houses, have concluded that the receipts are 
correct; all kinds of coffee, of course, being

roasted coffee business of St. Louis in a 
few years past, and the results are just 
beginning to show. We have a dozen large 
establishments in St. Louls making a 
“ ay of the roasting of coffees, and 
eir influence has been to vastly increase 
the trade in coffees, the process belng to 
gradually convert St. Louis into the great- 
est interior coffee distributing market in 
the world. 

The figures as to the shipments of coffee 
@re delusive, as only the shipments in bags 
green and roasted are compiled. Probably 
one-half the shipments of coffee from this 
market go out in barrels, cases and cans 
or canisters, and the tendency in that re- 
epect accounts for the apparent incon- 
sistency of our enormous increase in re- 
ceipts and an apparent falling off of ship- 
ments.

Just at present there is a heavy demand 
for package coffee, due to the war of ex- 
termination that is going on between the 
Sugar Trust and the ‘Arbuckle Coffee Com- 

any. The war was inaugurated by the 
atter company when it was announced that 
they would build a sugar refinery to fight 
the trust. The trust immediately took up 
the fight. A big coffee roasting plant at 
Toledo was purchased and increased in ca- 
pacity and thea price of package coffee was 
cut to the bone. Frequent reductions have 
since been made by th concerns and in 
one instance,-when there was a sharp ad- 
vance in green coffees amounting to “4c a 
pound, the warring companies made a half 
cent reduction. he consumer is said to 
be benefiting by this war, but the St. Louis 
coffee men say that If they are they must 
be satisfied with a very poor cup of coffee. 

The demand for ground coffee, once re- 
markably heavy, has fallen to almost noth- 
ing. This is due to the practice of adultera- 
ting, whieh became general. At one time 
it was possible to buy a pound of ‘“‘Genuine 
Mocha and Java Coffee’ in packages ground 
up ready for. use, for 15 cents, although the 
wholesale price of either Mocha or Java 
was from 32 to 35 cents a pound. Nowadays 
the only coffee that is sold ground is of the 
highest grade and put up in sealed cans with 
the roasters’ guarantee printed thereon. 

The largest bulk of the coffee that comes 
to this market is from Brazil. These coffees 
are Classed as Santos, Rios, Victorias, Ba- 
halas or Cearas, according to the districts 
from which they come. This the coffee ex- 
pert can tell at a glance. 

All other coffees are classed as ‘‘mild’”’ and 
come from the East Indies, from the West 
Indias, from Central America and from 
Mexico. Of course these coffees all differ as 
to quality and flavor and shipments from 
the same plantation do not always agree. 
Hence it is that grades similar to those 
used in selling wheat are in vogue. All 
Brazilian coffees are sold by this grade sys- 
tem and every“important coffee handler in 
the United States has a set of the grades as 
Oe ate by the New York Coffee Exchange. 

hese prone run from No. 1 to No. 10, and 
the coffee man who can tell the difference 
between a poor No. 7 and a good No. 8 is 
considered ‘‘a dandy’’ in the trade. Some of 
them can do it, however. 

Padang Javas are considered by the deal- 
ers as the finest coffees grown. Technical- 
ly they are not Javas, as Padang is not 
one of the Javan islands, but they are so 
classed. It should be understood, also, that 
all Java coffees are not necessarily good 
coffees. A good Brazilian coffee is decid- 
edly preferable to some of the Javas. The 
production of Java coffee is falling off 
every year, and it is only a matter of time 
for them to go out of the market entirely. 
The trees are said to be diseased there, 
as they were in Ceylon, where they were 
chopped down and replaced with tea. 
Hence it is that the price of Javas re- 
mains high, although other Kinds are un- 
precedentedly low, 

The general belief is that there is no 
such t as as Mocha coffee. is ig a 
mistake, for really good Mochas can be 
had at a less.price than Javas. This is 
not, however, real Arabian Mocha, but is 
the product of the Mocha seed transplanted 
to and grown in Brazil. 

Guatemalan coffees come to this market 
from the producing countries either via 
San Francisco or New York. San Fran- 
cisco is said to have sent 40,000 bags to this 
market last year. Mexican coffees arw 
largely handled via Vera Cruz, through 
New Orleans. ; 

The wholesale grocers of this wr | are 
leading factors in the distribution of cof- 
fees from this market. They buy all of 
their coffees in the green berry either from 
brokers representing Eastern importers or 
from St. Louls jobbing coffee houses. These 
coffees they blend after their own formu- 
las and have them roasted by the big 
roasting houses or roast them in their own 
plants. 

The coffee situation just now Is peculiar; 
and is causing the dealers much concern, 
One year ago No. 7 coffee was sold in New 
York. at l4c a pound. This week it sald 
at 8%c. This big decline has been credited 
to the war between the Sugar Trust and the 
Arbuckle Co. A well posted dealer says 
the war has had little to do with it. It 
is rather due to over production in the 
coffee plantations of Brazil. 

Ten years ago there was a quick and 
strong advance in coffee from a very low 
to a very high price. This encouraged 
greater production, and people from all 
parts of the world flocked to Brazil. Under 
the favorable circumstances that have since 
surrounded the growth of the trees then 

lanted, they are now beginning to bear 

he result for this year was an over pro- 
duction of from 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 . bags. 
This forced a slump in prices. The grow- 
ing crop, which is gathered in June, is es- 
timated to be 1,000,000 bags short, and the 
carried-over stock from the 1896-97 surplus 
will be needed to make up the shortage. 
Logically this should bring about an ad- 
vance, and if the shortage is greater than 
at present estimated, the advance should be 
considerable. 
he war referred to has had one effect. 
It has stimulated the sale of low grade 
package coffees. People who have never 
used tnois class of goods before were glad 
because of the hard times to take advantage 
of these cheap coffees. The dealers are ex- 
pecting a reaction from this, and are pre- 
paring for a greater demand than ever for 
the mild and finer coffees. 

One of the local coffee experts tells a good 
story on a well-known society man which 
is illustrative of the ignorance of the aver- 
age man regarding coffees. The society man 
prides himself on his judgment of coffees 
and on his ability to brew the very finest 
concoction that can possibly be made from 
the berry. He areas to the coffee man 
of his knowledge and a bet was arranged. 
When a test was made the coffee was 
drawn as is the custom among the coffee 
experts and served sans sugar or cream. 
There were two cups of finest Java from 
the same pot, one cup of soft mild Guate- 
mala, and a cup of the rankest Rio the cof- 
fee man had in the house 

The society man liked one cup of the Java 
and pronounced the other, though from the 
same pot, poor Rio. The Guatemala he said 
was a fine Java and the rank Rio he 
thought was-a nice Guatemala. Since he 
paid for the supper for the judges of the 
contest he has had little to say regarding 
his knowledge of coffee. R. E. LEE.

MARBLE STATUES 
~HIS GREAT FAD. 


PECULIAR IDEA OF AN ECCEN- 
TRIC KENTUCKIAN. 


HAS A COSTLY ART GARDEN. 


Perpetuates the Memory of Himself 
and Friends in Costly Marble 
Monuments in a Cemetery. 


Here is the story of an eccentric Ken- 
tuckian, whose fad is to perpetuate the 
memory of himself, his relatives and his 
pets. The tale is told by J. W. Coats of 
Cairo, Ill., who is agency director for the 
New York Life Insurance Co. Mr. Coats 
was until recently prominently identified 
with insurance work in St. Louis, and is 
now a frequent visitor to this city. 

Seated in those big, springy leather 
chairs in the Planters’ rotunda, Mr. Coats 
and a party of friends were talking about 
eccentric people and other strange things 
observed in travel. “The most interesting 
curiosity I have seen for a long while,”’ 
said Mr. Coats, “is the private graveyard 
of Henry Woolbridge, an old man who lives 
at Mayfield, Ky. I was over there a short 
time ago. A friend suggested that we take 
a walk to the cemetery. I am not usually 
given to visiting cemeteries as a matter of 
pleasure, and I did not take kindly to the 
suggestion. Then by way of pleading, my 
friend told me that it was a private grave- 
yard he wanted to show me. I had read so 


much about private graveyards in Arizona 
that I had no desire to place myself in 
close proximity. ‘But this is something un- 
like anything else in the world,’ he told me. 

‘“T agreed to go to the cemetery. There I 
beheld a group of queer monuments, stat- 
ues, pillars and stones. The yratcke J was 
really bewildering, and I was curious to 
know the history. 

“T learned that Woolbridge, the promoter 
of this unique collection, had been a resi- 
dent of the village of Mayfield the greater 
part of his life. He is now 75 years of age. 
About eight years ago he bought a lot in 
the Mayfield cemetery. He commenced 
operations by having the lot enclosed with 
an expensive iron fence. This done, he 
bought a large monument on which he had 
carved his name, place of birth and other 
biographical matter, leaving blank space 
for the date of his death. . 

“A favorite horse died soon after the 
cemetery lot was acquired. During the life 
of the horse the old man had had himeelf 
photographed, seated on the horse. Some 
strange fancy prompted him to have this 
picture, life size, reproduced in marble. It is 
an exceedingly artistic piece of work and 
occupies a th ge ee E> meg in the cemetery 
lot. The aged Woolbridge was pleased with 
the work. For several days after the 
figure of himself and horse had been placed 
in position, he epent the greater part of 
his time at the cemetery. His eyes were 
riveted on the statue. The sight seemingly 
turned his brain. More monuments were 
to come. 

“The old man’s mother had been dead 
many years, He had a bust of her carved 
out of the finest marble to be had. 
sightly location was found for it. 

“A brother who had died a long while 
before was not forgotten by the eccentric 
promoter of memory. Alongside the fig- 
ure of the mother is that of the brother, 
executed in the same artistic design. 

*“‘A favorite niece died when she was 12 
years old. The old man had no children 
of his own and he loved his niece with 
parental tenderness. Her monument is one 
of the prettiest and most costly of the lot, 

“One day the old fellow’s memory wan- 
dered back to the days of his youth when 
he had a sweetheart. The death of that 
sweetheart caused him to remain unmar- 
ried. The only picture of her in existence 
was in his possession. Out of his wealth 
Woolridge sent to Italy and had a sculp- 
tor carve a life-size statue. The statue of 
his dead sweetheart was placed somewhat 
distant from the other figures. In looking 
the queer aggregation over, the old man 
fancied that there was something lonely 
in the appearance of the marble reminder 
of his youthful days. There was plenty 
of space yet. He would have a life-size 
statue of himself to accompany that of 
his sweetheart, No ay PT was spared in 

The same Italian sculptor was 
engaged, and the work was executed in a 
highly satisfactory manner. 

“As a dog fancier the old man has owned 
some valuable stock. Two of his dogs died. 
They, too, are honored in marble.’’ 

Mr. Coats is a substantial business man 
and is not given to romancing. He devoted 
cerebro age attention to this queer collection 

ecause it impressed him as a matter of 
more than commonplace interest. Villag- 
ers at Mayfield have but little thought for 
the unique art garden, for the reason that 
it has been made by degrees in their midst 
and has long since become an old story to 
them. Visitors who learn of it tarry long 
to gaze upon it, and many of them seek an 
interview with the projector of the pecu- 
liar fad. 

Mr. Coats describes Henry Woolridge as 
an ordinary Kentuckian in personal ap- 
earance and other respects, except his 
ad for marble statues. hat is something 
unusual in Kentucky. The old man goes 
out two or three times a week and looks 
after his art garden very much the same 
as a florist takes care of the flowers in his 
green-house. Early in life he accumulated 
a competency and outside of his penchant 
for the sculptor art he lives economically, 
though by no means like a hermit or miser. 
Time was when the old man was rather 
given to sports, and a horse race was ex- 
actly to his liking. He talks freely about 
his statues, Mr. Coats says, and to his 
mind it is nothing strange that he should 
decorate the village cemetery with costly 
marble to perpetuate the memory of him- 
self and those dear to him. 

“T venture the assertion,’ said Mr. Coats, 
“that one might travel the United States 
from San Diego to Bar Harbor and from 
Key West to Puget Sound and never find 
a parallel to the eccentricity of the old man | 
I met in Kentucky.”

VITAL STATISTICS. 


Slight Increase in the Death Rate Last 
Week. 

There was a slight increase in the death 

rate last week. The number was 188, as com- 


pared to 165 the week before, ard 172 the 
corresponding week last year. Thirty died 
from pneumonia and 2 from consumption. 
Twenty-two died under 1 year of age. 39 
under 5 and 4 over 60. Forty-five died in 
public institutions. Twenty inquests were 
held. There were 11 still-births and 179 
births. 

There were 2 cases of small-poz reported: 
23 cases of diphtheria, 4 fatal; 9 cases of 
scarletina, 1 death; 3 cases of typhoid fever 
and 8 deaths; 12 cases of measles; 1 case of 
cerebro-spinal fever; 4 cases of whooping 
cough and 1 death.

MANY SCHOOL BOARD NOMINEES 
DISQUALIFIED. 


THREE YEARS TAXES UNPAID. 


Unexpected Situation Consequent Up- 
on the Enforcement of the 
New Law. 


One of the candidates on the Liberal 
ticket for election as a member of the Bt. 
Louis Board of Education, filed with the 
Election Commissioners Saturday a written 
notice of his withdrawal from the ticket. 

This was William Goessling, a real estate 
man, who lives at 3115 North Grand avenue, 

The reason for his withdrawal is the 
fact that he found himself ineligible, un- 
der the phraseology of the new School 
Board law to qualify as a director. 

Several others are engaged in looking up 
their own qualifications, and it is now ap- 
parently, from opiniong expressed by law- 
yers who have investigated the subject, 
that neither of the tickets have a full com- 
plement of nominees competent to serve 
on the board. 

The law governing this matter is seem- 
ingly. plain, yet when subjected to critical 
interpretation it becomes somewhat uncer- 
tain. It reads: 

Sec. 4. The members of such Board 


of Education shall be elected from 
such city at large on a general ticket 
and shall be at least thirty years of 
age, citizens and residents of the city 
and tax-payers therein on property 
therein assessed in their individual 
mames and shall have been such resi- 
dents, citizens and tax-payers for at 
least three years immediately preced- 
ing their election. 


The Election Commissioners say it 1s no 
part of their official duty to investigate the 
eligibility of candidates; therefore, each 
nominee must determine for himself the 
extent of his qualifications—which, by the 
way, he should have done before accepting 
nomination. 

The feature of the law which causes most 
consternation is one requiring the School 
Board members to be taxpayers ‘‘on prop- 
erty therein assessed in their individual 
names.’’ Mr. Goessling, for instance, who 
has just withdrawn from the race, Is the 
administrator of his father’s estate, and has 
paid taxes for years in the name of the 
estate. Besides, he has owned property and 
sold it frequently, being in the real estate 
business, but his “individual name”’ does 
not appear upon Assessor Frederick's books 
during the past three years, except for per- 
sonal taxes of 1896. He is, therefore, in- 
eligible. 

In another case the nominee owns prop- 
erty which appears in the name of his firm; 
still another has real estate in a corporate 
name; others are assessed, if at all, in their 
wives’ names, while another peculiar case 
is that wherein the nominee is assessed 
jointly with his wife. 

One of the interesting 
quirement of paid taxes 
years immediately preceding their election.’ 
it may be a question whether this should be 
construed to mean the years 1894, 1895 and 
1896, or th® years 1895, 1896 and 1897. At least 
one of the Election Commissioners holds, 
unofficially, that it means 18M, 189 and 1896, 
in which opinion he is upheld and main- 
tained by a number of lawyers well-versed 
in the new requirements. 

Hence, the School Board nominees are 
busy with the Assessor, the Election Com- 
missioners and legal advisers in efforts to 
ascertain where they are at. 

NON-PARTISAN TICKET. 

The greatest interest centers, perhaps, in 
the Non-partisan, or Filley ticket,, which 
contains a number of ineligibles. 

Pr. Wm. G. Moore of 8% Vandeventer 
place appears on the Assessor’s books for 
taxes in 18% and 1896, but there is nothing 
for 1895, making an apparently clear case 
of ineligibility. 

Henry Droste, liveryman, 1828 North Jef- 
ferson avenue, paid taxes for 184 and 1896, 
In 188% he appears as ‘‘Henry Droste et al.”’ 

It should be remembered just here that 
in the event any of the candidates for the 
School Board are declared ineligible after 
they are elected, the vacancy will be filled 
by appointment of Mayor Ziegenhein until 
the next election for members of the 
board. This is important, in view of Mr. 
Filley’s so-called Non-partisan ticket. 

CITIZENS’ DEMOCRATIC TICKET. 

The individual name of Benjamin H. 
Heet does not appear in the Assessor's 
books. Mr. Heet ts the vice-president of 
the George Pickel Granite Crushing Co, 
and lives at 1919 Cora avenue. The name 
of “Bernard H. Heet, 1919 Cora avenue," 
appears for taxes paid in 1895 and 1896, but 
not for 1894, and there is a “Bernard Heet’”’ 
with a directory address of 1924 Benton 
street. The School Board nominee pays 
taxes under the name of his company, but 
this, it is held, does not meet the legal re- 
quirement. 

James Halpin, manufacturer, 2211 Univer- 
Sity street, paid taxes in 1894 and 1895, but 
not in 1896, except under the name of the 
Halpin Real Estate Co, 

Incidentally it is worthy of mention that 
Miss Belle A. Norman, manufacturer, 101 
North Channing avenue, is assessed at $6,000 
on real estate. In addition her personalty 
is valued by herself at $200 for 1896, and by 
the assessors in 1895 at $400, 

L. FP. Custer, telegrapher, 1208 Mississippi 
avenue, has no assessment record for 1894, 
but paid in 1895-6. Property assessed in 
the name of L. P. Custer, 2013 Rutger street, 
for 1896, and Lafayette Custer in 189%, is of 
fecord in the Assessor's office. 

John J, Sheahan, liveryman, 1408 North 
Eighteenth étreet, is not on the Assessor's 
books for 184. John J. Sheahan and Mar- 
garet Bheahan appear conjointly as the

: Commissioners’ duty to pass on the 
qualifications of candidates. Their duties tn 
this regard, L.think, are purely ministerial, 
If any candidates have been named who are 
ineligible, the party leaders or p 
who selected these candidates are responsi- 
ble, and not the Election “ommissioners. 
They should have known for a certainty 
that every candidate elected is eligible un- 
der the law. This matter was discu in 
the newspapers at length for several days 
prior to the making up of the tickets, It 
was brought out on inquiries made of the 
Election Commissioners as to whether wo- 
men were eligible.” 

It is evident that many of the qualified 
voters may lose their votes, and the seat- 
ing of the next Sehool Board will, be in- 
volved in great confusion until the courts 
shall act upon the question of the eligibility 
of members. It is even thought to be a ques- 
whether the law recognizes personal taxes 
alone as sufficient tax qualification, in 
which event the question would be still 
further complicated. The unusual fact that 
no political party has a straight ticket in 
the field will result in a vast deal of scratch- 
ing on election day, and tat pgm of law 
authorizing the ‘Mayor to fill vacancies on 
the board occasioned by ifmeligibility may 
give Onkel Henry and Mr. Filley a great op 
portunity. 


BISHOP SESSUMS 
STARTLED THEM. 


PROTESTANT PREACHERS SAY HE 
IS A HERETIC, 


BISHOP TUTTLE SAYS NOT. 


Charges Against the Head of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of Louisiana on 
Account of a Sermon, 


The charge of heterodoxy made by the 
Presbyterian, Methodist, Baptist and 
Lutheran ministers of Louisiana against Rt. 
Rev. Pavis Sessums, the Protestant Epis- 
copal Bishop of the Louisiana diocese, is 
atracting considerable attention among St. 


Louis churchmen. It fs asserted that the 
oe expounded in a Lenten sermon an 
entirely new doctrine, which substituted for 
the teachings of the Bible a broad human- 
itarianism, recognizing the universe as 
God, and the final pardon of all sinners, 
whether baptized or not. 

Many St. Louisans are among Bishop 
Sessums’ admirers and the charge of her- 
esy against a churchman of such high 
standing caused a mild sensation. 

Bishop Tuttle of this diocese, who has 
been associated with the Louisiana prelate 
in the House of Bishops for many years, 
was much surprised at the attack. 

“There must be some mistake,” he said. 
“Bishop Sessums is one of the most bri!- 
liant scholars in the church, a devout Chris- 
tian and an earnest, faithful worker. His 
piety is beyond question, and the only pos- 
sible excuse I can see for these criticisms is 
that he has been misunderstood. Of all our 
clergy. 1 do not know Bishop Sessumsa’ 
equal as a rhetorician. He is undoubtedly 
one of the finest in this country. This at- 
tainment may have left his meaning ob- 
scure, and sentiments foreign to him have 
been picked from his sermons. I think, when 
it comes to proving the Bishop a heretic, he 
will be found to be a mighty good church- 
man,” 

It is not probable, however, that Bishop 
Sessums will ever be tried for the utter- 
ances in dispute. It is certain he will 
never face a tribunal of another gect. The 
law of the Episcopalian Church forbids 
that. A diocese of his own churchmen can 
neither try a charge against a bishop nor 
force him to trial, except indirectly. When 
the head of a diocese has done that which 
seems to call for censure or trial, three 
bishops of the church file complaints set- 
ting forth the proeranoss with the presid- 
ing officer of the House of Bishops. That 
oe is convened and the clergyman ig 
tr ¢ .

When Frederick and Marguerife Olig- 
scnlaerger were married in this city sixteen 
months ago they were enveloped in a halo 
of orange blossom happiness.

GOLDEN JUBILEE OF THE GER- 
MAN EVANGELICAL SYNOD. 


A GREAT RELIGIOUS — BODY. 


History of the Work That Will Be 
Commemorated To-Day in Six- 
teen Local Churches. 


The golden jubilee of the German Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri will be 
appropriately celebrated to-day in the six- 
teen local churches of that denomination. 

Special morning services will be held by 
the various congregations and in the after- 
noon there will be a joint jubilee service at 
2:30 o'clock in Music Hall.

In the spring of 1846 several Lutheran min- 
isters from Indiana and Ohio came to 8t. 
Louis and had a conference with Pastor 
Walther and other ministers. The object 
in view was the formation of a new and 
true Lutheran synod. Rev. Fr. Wyneken 
had given strength to the movement at a 

revious conference held at Cleveland, O., 
n 1845. The formation of a synod was now 
taken into consideration by the Lutheran 
congregation at St. Louis and the clergymen 
there assembled. In nine meetings the draft 
of a constitution was discussed and in the 
last of these meetings it was resolved that 
a similar conference be held in the same 
year at Fort Wayne, Ind. This conference 
met in July; sixteen ministers were present. 
Six others had signified their full sympathy 
with the object in view. The constitution, 
with a few modifications, being approved, it 
Was resolved to complete the formal or- 
ganization of the synod at Chicago in the 
spring of. 1847. 

In Chicago on the Monday following the 
Sunday known in the church calendar as 
the Sunday Jubilate the “German Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio and 
Other States’’ was formed by sixteen con- 
gregations and twenty-two ministers. 

Under the constiution which was adopted 
and signed at this meeting, and, with a few 
alterations, is in force to-day, only those 
Ministers whose congregations had entered 
into membership with the Synod, and the 
lay delegates by whom such congregations 
were represented, were members. Pastor 
Cc. F. W. Walther of St. Louis was chosen 

4 ) President, and the ‘‘Lutheraner’’ was made 
the official organ of the Synod, with Rev. 
Walther as editor. A Missionary Committe 
Was appointed, and various other methods 
gave evidence of the earnestness with which 
the —e entered upon the task of 
building up Zion in the land of their pil- 
grimage. 

Here, then, was a Lutheran Synod which 
declared in its constitution that the ac- 
ceptance of al] the symbols of the Lutheran 
Church, without exception or reserve, ab- 
stinence from every kind of syncretism, 
permapant. not temporary or licensed, min- 
stry, the use of purely Lutheran books in 
Churches and schools, should be and remain 
conditions of membership with this body, 
but which, on the other hand, claiméd no 
authority over the congregations connected 
with it, thus leaving intact the freedom of 
the churches, a feauture which led ‘“‘out- 
aiders’” to prophesy that within ten years 
this body so constituted would be shattered 
into a thousand fragments. 

The growth of the synod has been re- 
markably rapid. According to the statistics 
of 1896, the synod now numbers:

The Joint Synod of Missouri, Ohio and 
other States !s divided into thirteen (13) dis- 
trict synods. ‘ 
. In 1847, when the synod was organized, 
six (6) States were represented. To-day the 
synod is represented in all the States of the 
Union, with few exceptions, and also in 
Canada. The synod to-day has connections 
now, not only with other Lutheran Synods 
in this country, but also in all parts of the 
world—Germany, Denmark, England, Aus- 
tralia, ete. Home missions are carried on in 
all the thirteen (18) districts. Besides, the 
synod has more missions, to-wit: Emigrant 
missions in New York and Baltimore, mis- 
sions among the Jews, missions among the 
deaf and dumb, negro mission in the South, 
missions in India and English missions. 
The synod always was and still is a great 
missionary body. The voices of preachers 
are heard in the wilderness, scores of 
traveling missionaries are traversing the 
forests and prairies of the North, South, 
East and West; congregations are gathered 
and the word is being preached to old and 
young; schools are opened, small churches 
are built at first, which, in time, give place 
to larger ones, and when the means of the 
congregation permit, a school teacher is 
Called to the minister's side, both ministers 
and teachers coming from the colleges and 
seminaries. 
ita educational institutions are many, to- 


wit: Theological seminaries, school teach- 
‘ ere’ sceminaries, gymnasiums and pro-gym- 
. nasiums. colleges, orphans’ homes, hos- 
pitals or asylums for the aged, etc. The 


periodical publications of the synod are 
many, consisting of papers, journals, mag- 
azines and reviews, and last, but not least, 
the publication of Dr. Martin Luther's 
eaieniete works—one of the greatest under- 
takings ever heard of in any synod of this 

~ @ountry, ublished here in St. Louts in 
the synodical printing establishment. In 
the synod's Concordia Publishing House of 
Si. Louis, employing near 100 persons, are 
also printed and published Bibles, hymn 
‘hooks. prayer books, German and English 
school ton! of every description, 

One change has not taken plwe, and this 
is considered the main reason why to-day 
is commemorated the semi-contennial jubil- 
lee of the synod. The synod still holds 
fast to and proclaims the same old and 
»ure Word of God ag it ts contained in the 
loly Writ and explained in the symbolical 
books of the lLaitheran Church, without 
taking anything therefrom or adding — 
thing thereto, ever willing to suffer all, 
even death, rather than deviate one hair's 
breadth from the letter of Scripture. 
Purity and unity of doctrine are still be- 
ing guarded and propagated and defend- 
ed, while brotherly fellowship with others 

: who hold the same ground in doctrine and 
f practice is still sought and cherished, as it 
ii was sought and cherished by Walther and 
; Wyneken and other brethren.

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INSANITY, FROM THE MEDICAL 


AND LEGAL STANDPOINT. 


The Advances Made From the Mediaeval Treatment 
of It as an Unfathomable Mystery. 


Public attention has recently been strong- 
ly drawn to the subject of insanity. 

*The brain is the organ of the mind. The 
duty of the brain and all its connecting 
ganglia and nerves of special sense, sight, 
hearing, smell, taste and touch Its to cor- 
rectly receive, accuratély register and truly 
report to the mind all sensations it receives 
in its physical, moral] and intellectual sur- 
roundings. The result is just impresstons, 
connected thought, and orderly actions; in 
a word—sanity. The diseases of the brain 
and its nerves are organic, when the struct. 
ure of the tissues of the brain is broken, 
or degenerate or functional, when a sound 
brain from some cause external to itself 
causes an imperfect action. In either case 
the result is an incoherent operation of the 
mind, or insanity. So that “insanity” is 
not the disease itself, but only its symp- 
tom. 

There are all degrees of madness, from a 
slight mental aberration to the complete 
unhinging of the mind and its total over- 
throw. Functional diseases of the brain 
are curable, the prognosis of organic 
diseases is unfavorable, and they result as 
a rule in death. Such is the delicate 
mechanism of the brain and its connections 
that the slightest derangement is reflected 
in the actions and mental operations of the 
individual, ag the movements of his figure 
are reflected in a looking glass. His mental 
operations point with unerring accuracy to 
the unseen action of the brain as the hands 
of a clock, hour, minute and second, in- 
dicate correctly the movement of the hidden 
wheels within. 

When in good condition all goes well, but 
any defect in the structure or connection 
of the fragile machinery or foreign sub- 
stance introduced jpto it is immediately in- 
dicated on the 1 by a corresponding 
movement of the pointers. An insane per- 
son is truly said to have “wheels in his 
head."’ 

‘Much attention Shas been pald of late 
years by psychiatrists to the study of the 
brain and nerves, their anatomy, composi- 
tion and actio both in health and 
disease, resorting to the most improved in- 
struments of science and the laboratory, 
the scalpel, chemical tests and electricity; 
and such inductive Baconian pro- 
cesses have been productive of g re- 
sults. A vast store of valuable facts have 
thus been accumulated. 

From the first organic germ or cell] formed 
in the slime of the sea at the margin of 
the shore, gendered by the heat of the 
sun resulting in a congeries of cells (7) and 
their protection by a. shell of Iime ‘as the 
mollusk, to the final development of man 
erect, with muscles on thé outside of the 


bony system, these bones connected by 
beautiful adapted articulations, bearing a 
respiratory. circulatory and  highly-de- 


veloped nervous system and brain with a 
commanding genius, fitting him to conquer 
all other animals, live and multiply under 
every climate, from Greenland’s icy moun- 
tains to India’s coral strand, is a mighty 
step.

Evolution in this gradual manner is no more 
miraculous than:a special act of creation 
would be, To return: English and Amerti- 
can writers on insanity concern themselves 
much about definitions, They fall into the 
error of defining a negative—‘‘in’’-sanity. I 
commence with sanity, describe that and 
then say, insanity is the reverse of this 
which is the better way. 

Henry Maudsley, M. D., of London, Phy- 
Sicilian to the West London Hospital, resi- 
dent physician of the Manchester Royal 
Lunatic Asylum, divides his elaborate work 
1874, into the physiology and pathology of 
the mind. This is the better course. Un- 
der the former he treats of the nervous 
System; the spinal cord or nervous centers 
of reflex action hemispherical ganglia, cor- 
tical cells of the brain, ideational nerve 
centers, primary nerve centers and intel- 
Jectorium commune; also the emotions, vo- 
lition, motor centers, and memory and im- 
agination. The brain in health. 

Under the pathology of the mind, he 


treats of the insanity of early life, and the 
causes, varieties, pathology diagnosis and 
treatment of insanity. 


In the dark ages of the world this ter- 
rible affliction of humanity was regarded 
as a visitation of the wrath of the Divine 
Power. It was to the people of those be- 
nighted times a deep and dark mystery. 
Their method of treatment was to consign 
the afflicted one to a dungeon, load him 
with chains, put him on a bed of straw, 
and scourge him with stripes in order to 
exorcise the evil demon who possessed him. 

We have changed all that; modern civ- 
ilization, science and humanity gelect the 
highest point of ground in the beautiful 
suburbs; build a palace with. all sanitary 
appliances, provide a hal] for entertain- 
ment and recreation, have separate apart- 


ments comfortably furnished, nourishing 
food, experienced, enlightened resident 
hysicians, daily promenade on_ green 


awns under the charge of kind attendants, 
pleasant surroundings, medical treatment 
and all this tends to cure of the diseased 
brain and nerves, restoration to mental 
health, relatives and friends and social 
ay and thus to save many a valuable 

ec. 

One hundred splendid public insane asy- 
lums now on the continent of Europe, as 
many in this country, numerous private 
institutions in both countries attesg the 
widespredd and deep felt interest in the 
treatment and cure of this worst malady 
that afflicts humanity. 

The change from the mediaeval m 
ment of it as an unfathomable mystery to 
Scientific investigation of the physiolog 
and pathology of the physical brain regard- 
ing it as a disease of a bodily organ was a 
radical step, and in the right direction. 

The function of the brain, as the organ 
of the mind, and the miné& being something 
intangible, invisible, imponderable, and an 
abstract entity has caused this different 
way of looking at insanity, a sympton of a 
disease, and a disease of the liver for in- 
Stance, whose function is to secrete bile, a 
physical product. This, the old way, has 
caused in past times the affliction of the non 
compos to be regarded as something un- 
known, enigmatical, obscure, hidden, occult 
and absolutely inscrutable. Now the flood 
of modern science, investigation and analy- 
sis has poured light and intelligence upon 
the mystery and is laying it open to the 
eye of knowledge. 

E. C. Spitzka, M. D., President of the 
New York Neurological Society, and having 
many other titles to scientific consideration, 
has contributed a valuable treatise on the 
subject (S883) devoting one part to the 
general characters and classification of in- 
sanity, another to special forms of insanity, 
and the last to insanity in its practical re- 
lations, how to diagnose it, the physical 
and psychical causes, and the treatment, 
medical, dietetic and psychical.

Hereditary taint’ in ancestors;

tremor of the tongue, a vicious implanta-

In- 
sanity io that degree such as to prevent one 
from distinguishing between right and 
wrong, and if paralysis of the will results, 
exempts one, if accused of a crime, from 
legal responsibility 

ne may be partially insane, however, 
and still be legally liable for his acts. Al- 
coholism, first acute, then sub-acute, and 
finally chronic, may result in a brain de- 
generation and permanent insanity. If in- 
sane at all, this wag the kind that afflicted 
a noted criminal recently executed in this 
State. 

As there was a serious doubt created be- 
fore the Sheriff's jury in the case of the 
one recently tried for insanity, he should 
have the benefit of it, and the jury did right 
in their finding. fhen Klinger, and later 
on Kring, were tried for murder there was 
no law empowering the Sheriff to try the 
accused for insanity. There is now, and 
this is a step in the right direction. if the 
accused was insane at the time of the act, 
he should be acquitted. If he becomes 
insane since the act “the | sheriff 
may summon a jury of twelve 
competent men to inquire into such in- 
sanity;’’ if found insane, the Sheriff shall 
suspend the execution of the sentence.—R. 
S., of Missouri, 1879. Experts may then 
testify and witnesses as to facts. It is 
difficult to see how this law can be im- 
proved. It is not too broad nor too nar- 


row.

What I regret most of all 
is the possible effect on people who hold 
Missouri Pacific securities. There are many

may be made uneasy, and who may be in- 
duced to sell their holdings at sacrifices that 
they cannot afford.”

Count Esterhazy, the Intimate of Em- 
perors, Is Dead, |

NEW YORK, May 8.—The death of Count 
Nicholaus Esterhazy, the famous hunch- 
back sportsman, soldier and friend of the 
Austrian Emperor, at his estate near Ko- 
morin, Hungary, has attracted attention 
here as well as in Europe.

NEW YORK TWIRLER TALES OF 
TRICKS OF THE BOX. 


HIGH FAST BALL FOR DARK DAY 


Study of Batsmen Is Necessary to 
Everyone Who Wants to Be 
a Success. 


Another noted New York twirler in the 
person of Jonett Meekin tells how he pitch- 
es, and at the same time offers a few hints 
to beginners. 

“The high fast ball is a favorite deliv- 


ery of mine, because it gives me an oppor- 
tunity to use my speed, and on a dark, 
: peoeny day I stick aimost exciusively to the 
igh fast ball,”’ said Meekin the other day. 


it as it speeds to the Plate, and when the 
ball is badly discolored a pitcher with great 
speed and control has hitters at his mercy. 
I have seen good batters go after a fast 
ball on a dark day and strike at it after 
the catcher had it fn his glove. 

hold the ball in the same position 
for curves and fast balls alike. I 
a pitcher changed his style for each dif- 
ferent ball he delivers he would soon be 
driven out of the business, for it would be- 
tray to the batsmen just the sort of ball 
that was coming and he would be prepared 
to knock it out of the lot. 

“I would advise beginners who have nat- 
ural speed to cultivate this fast ball. Con- 
trol is the thing to secure at the start. Keep 
pitching at some point until you get so 
that you can hit it every time, a white spot 
on a fence or anything like that. When 
you have control increase the speed and 
keep practising until you have accuracy 
combined with swiftness. 

““A speedy pitcher who has perfect control 
of the ball is at a great advantage. When 
the game is at a critical stage and a bats- 
man who fs a good hitter comes up, and 
stands over the plate very confident, juat 
time your pitch accurately so as to come 
within an inch or so of his head or body. Do 
it-a second time, and he won't be so confi- 
dent and he will edge away from the plate. 

‘Then is your time to pitch him a curve 
and fool him. Driving batsmen away from 
the plate is an essential part of base ball. 
“Of course a study of batsmen is neces- 
sary to be any kind of a successful pitcher. 
Find out the kind of a ball a man hits hard- 
est and then feed him on all the other kinds 
you have !n your shop. This high, fast ball, 
for which I posed for the World, is not like- 
ly to be so effective on a bright day. It all 
depends on whom you are up against. For 
instance, the Baltimores just kIll sveed on 
a nice day. What you want to feed them on 
is slow, dinky balls. The Philadelphia 1.sed 
to murder speed, but have gone to pieces 
the last year or two.”’

Unless something can be done for him 
he is destined to make a speedy exit from 
the big round world on which his eyes have 
just opened. 

The doctors at the City Hospital shake 
their heads when asked about Baby Law’s 
chance of living. ing 4 do not deny that 
life might be kept in his tiny frame and 
that he might grow into a strong healthy 
child if -conditions at the City Hospital 
were different. 

The life of a mite like Baby Law can be 
saved in only one way. An incubator is re- 
quired, but there fs none at the City Hospi- 
tal, If the little fellow remains a ward of 
the city his days are numbered for the 
doctors gay he cannot live a week outside 
of an incubator. 

At present the City Hospital authorities 
are doing all they can do to prolong the lit- 
tle fellow’s life. 

He is kept in a darkened room swathed 
in cotton and wrapped in warm woolen 
cloths. Bottles of warm water are used to

BEAUTIES FOR THE PET DOG AND CAT SHOW. 
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| PUBLIC FILTER 


DR. FELIX GARCIA BELIEVES HE 
HAS SOLVED THE PROBLEM. 


‘BEAUTY AND USE COMBINED. 


Bright Young Physician Tells How St. 
Louis Can Get Water of 
: Perfect Purity. 


St. Louis water as it comes from the 

city pipes is never inviting in appearance 
however satisfying it may be as & bever- 
age. 
It is in the summer months that it 
reaches its limits as a mud-bearing me- 
dium. In times of high water it is too 
thick to drink and too thin to eat. Those 
who can afford to buy filters are able to 
get through the season of muddy water 
without seriously imperiling their health, 
but the thousands who cannot afford such 
luxuries are compelled to take allopathic 
doses of mud or seek refreshment in other 
beverages more alluring, but equally in- 
jurious to the system. 

The problem of erecting a municipal fil- 
tering plant has been troubling the City 
Fathers for a long time and there will no 
doubt be a great deal of discussion and 


cir sumlooution before any official action is 
aken. 

There is at least one man in St. Louis 
whose scientific training and practical 
turn of mind have aided him in reachin 
what he thinks a satisfactory solution o 
the much vexed question. 

He is Dr. Felix W. Garcia of 8205 South 
Grand avenue. 

Dr. Garcia has studied the filter problem 
from the standpoints of a chemist, physi- 
clan and humanitarian, and he elieves 
that it is not only possible, but feasible 
for the city to filter every gallon of drink- 
ing water that goes through its pipes. He 
thinks this could be done without enlarg- 
ing the present water works plant and that 
it would entail a comparatively smal] ad- 
ditional expense over that now necessary 
in furnishing muddy water. 

He holds that the results attained would 
more than compensate for the necessary 
outlay of public funds. 

Dr. Garcia's idea is to have all the water 
filtered before it goes into the city mains. 
He would have the filtering plant an ad- 
junct to the water works proper. 

As a filtering medium he would use tripoli 
stone, such as is now used in the small do- 
mestic filters. 

He has been working on two plans, one 
of which he calls the tower, and the other 
the cascade plan. 

The tower plan calls for the building of 
one or more towers if tripoli stone at the 
water works. These towers would be built 
in the center of the reservoir, or, if neces- 
sary, one could be erectd in each of the 
basins now used for settling purposes, 

The water, after passing through the 
towers, would be collected in the basins and 
pass from there into the pipes. 

Explaining his plan to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, Dr. Garcia said: 

“The installation of tripoli filters at the 
St. Louis Water Works could be done at a 
comparatively small expense. A city that 
can afford to spend $5,000,000 on a water 
works plant should certainly be able to per- 
fect that system by securing the filtration 
of the water. 

‘Towers such as I believe could and should 
be built, would not only aid in making the 
city healthier, but would, if properly erect- 
ed, be an ornament to the city. 

‘As I figure it the towers need not be 
more than 50 or 60 feet high. They should 
rest on a cement foundation. The masonry 
should be of blocks of tripoli stone, joined 
with hydarulic cement. 

“The water sheuld enter the tower from 
above through stamdpipes supplied from the 
pumps at the water works. 

“The water would filter through the walls 
of the tower and flow into the basin and 
from there into the city mains. 

“Engineers could calculate to a nicety 
the thickness of wall necessary to make 
the amount of water filtered equal to the 
outflow from the basins into the mains. 

“A filter constructed along these lines 
would be a thing of beauty as well as util- 
ity. Imagine a tower of snowy whiteness 
with crystal water oozing from every pore 
of its masonry and trickl.ng down its sides 
into a white walled, cement floored basin. 
The tower could be so buttressed and in- 
dented that the water in its fall would as- 
sume the form of a beautiful fountain. 

“At night the tower could be illuminated. 
Thus by night as well as by day the citizens 
of St. Louis and vis.tors to the city could 
see the grandest municipal filter in the 
world in operation. ’ 

“Ample provision could be made fér get- 
ting rid of the sediment which would from 
time to time accumulate in the tower. This

The water in entering the settling basins 
from the pumps would pass over 
buttressed wall 100 feet or more in width.

Jutting about the outer edge of each 
buttress, or step, would be a wall of tri- 
poli filter stone. As the water fell over the 
top of the main wall it would filter through 
one after another of these tripoli abut- 
ments until it reached the basin freed from 
all impurities. 

The effect would be that of a waterfall of 
crystal water. 

Dr. Garcia is enthusiastic that he can dem-

"EVER TAKEN IN THE WORLD. 


—_——-—_—_-_ 


The Voyage of William Hyde of St. Louis With Three, 
Companions From This City to New York. 


The sighting of airships in this section and 
the attending discussion has awakened a 
new desire in the hearts of the venture- 
gome and a call for volunteers to man such 
@ craft would bring thousands of responses 
from those willing to place their lives on 
curiosity’s altar. There is one man in St. 
Louis who can tell ‘“‘what it is like”’ to take 
a voyage through space. He is Mr. William 
Hyde of the Post-office, who, on July 1 and 
2 1859. ade the tongest aerial journey on 
record, traveling from this city to Adams, 
N. ¥., a distance of from 1,200 to 1,300 miles, 
in nineteen hours, 

On that occasion Mr. Hyde was the guest 
on the balloon Atlantic of Prof. John Wise 
of Lancaster, Pa., John Lamountain of 
Troy, N. Y., and 0. A. Gager of Burlington, 
Vt., renowned aeronauts, Directly beneath 
the great silken globe containing the hy- 
drogen was a large wicker basket, or car, 
and sixteen feet below this was suspended 
the boat, or ship. The Atlantic was moored 
on what was then Washington Square, now 
Twelfth street at its greatest width. Short- 
ly before & o'clock on the evening of Fr'- 
day, July i, in the presence of a vast con- 
course of spectators, Prof. Wise took his 
place in the basket. The ropes were then 
sufficiently loosed to allow the balloon to 
ascend slightly, bringing the boat under the 
basket in trim. Edibles, drinkables, warm 
clothing, compass, thermometers, barome- 
ters, ballast, maps, etc., having already 
been loaded aboard, bundles of the principal 
St. Louis newspapers, an express package 
directed to New York City, cards of candi- 
dates for office were taken on and Prof. 
Wise’s fellow navigators and Mr. Hyde 
stepped into their assigned places. The sig- 
nal to remove the ropes holding the impa- 
tient and tugging craft down was given, 
and amid the applauding shouts of the peo- 
ple the Atlantic rose slowly and majestical- 
ly far above the housetops and sailed off 
in a direction a little north of northeast. 
At 7:2 o'clock the ship seemed but a speck 
in the deepening twilight. 

To these voyagers the experience was 
most thrilling... The motion of the craft 
was perfectly steady. There was no rock- 
ing of the boat or car, no rustling of the 
silk, nothing to tell the passengers they 
were not poised between sky and earth ina 
dead calm, but the receding fields and for- 
ests beneath. 

At first objects became less clearly de- 
fined, the smoke disappeared from the sky, 
streets grew narrower and darker until 
they seenied like thin lines, and finally the 


| 


declining sun on the shining waters of the 
Mississippi, Miesouri and Illinois rivers, 2s 
they flowed through the flood of timber 
land and fields, made a gorgeously beautiful 
picture. To the visions of those a mile 
above terra firma there were no hills nor 
valleys, everything appearing set upon a 
level surface. 

No breeze rocked the ship, but in a perfect 
calm the monster bubble floated through the 
clouds. 

The descending darkness gave to the color 
of the soil the appearance of frozen lakes. 
The sun had set to the inhabitants of the 
earth, but to those in the balloon it was 
yet four or five degrees above the hozizon. 

At 7:36 the Atlantic was passing over the 
magnificent prairies of Illinois, with St. 
Louis lying south, half west, behind, and the 
brightness of the western sky was in fine 
contrast with the oncoming darkness of the 
Mississippi's eastern tributaries. About 8 
o’clock a descent was made from a two- 
mile altitude to one mile. Ballast was then 
thrown off, and from part’al derkness an 
ascent was made into full sunlight, 11,00 
feet above_the earth. The difference tn 
temperature then manifested itself, and 
overcoats and shawls were token out. 


It was at this time that Prof. Wize, alone 
in his wicker car, had @ narrow escape | 
from asphyxiation. Overcome with the | 
day’s exertions he had fallen asleep with | 
his nostrils close to the mouth of the bal- 
loon, and was inhaling the hydrogen. Mr. | 
Gager discovered him and a few minutes’ | 
vigorous work, in which al] took a hand, 
brought him around. The Atlantic had 
entered the west-east current, and the 
aeronauts were feeling much elated. The 
continued cold, however, cooied the'r ardor, 
and a dron was taken into a less swiftly 
running current, but one in wh'c. the ad- 
dition to comfort more than compensated 
the loss of time in making the coast. 


As soon as the more violent discomforts 
were remedied the “inner man” asserted 
himself and all hands fe!! to on the edibies 
with an alacrity and relish that bespoke 
for them perfect digestions. It was now 
a little past midnight. The mliiky way ap- 
peared like luminous phosphorescent clouds 
and stars glistened brightiy above and be- 
low, while over ail the new-born moon shed 
its mellow Ught, adding the touch’ that 
made the poet's dream perfect. 

Shortly after 1 o’clock another descent 
Was made, until a dense forest was vis-

sounds of dogs barking and frogs 
reached the voyagers. They respond 
the salutation by tossing out a bundle of 
hewspapers, doubtless to the astonis 
of the natives next morning. 


Salem Railroad were passed. By this 

all the party were fast asleep but. Mr. 
Hyde, who was the least fatigued ang 
realized the voyage would probably be his 
last as well as first. At 3 o'clock approach- 
ing dawn had snuffed out the stars and 
the deep-mouthed dogs below had sought 
their kennels. The balloon was now riding 
majestically through the clear ether. At 
3:25 the ship floated over a village com- 
posed of a dozen or so houses in a pretty 
cluster... All hands were awake now, and 
while eating their 4 o’clock breakfast, Fort 
Wayne, Ind., wag left to the right. The 
shouts of the astonished inhabitants were 
plainly audible, and some papers and bills 
of fare of the old Barnum Hotel were 
thrown off and fell within ten miles of the 
town. 

The crooked Wabash afforded every 
member of the party the excuse for an 
early morning joke on the line that it did 
not pursue its course on undeviating prin- 
ciples. . 

At 4:80 the ship was sailing at a modefate 
speed near a large forest. At twelve min- 
utes after five o’clock a large lake was dis- 
covered. The vessel was wisping along at 
a brisk rate, dragging its shadaw on the 
ground, encircled in fantastic colors. Lake 
Erie, with its 7,800 square miles of surface, 
soon burst into view. Groups of white 
clouds, like great puffs from a steam pipe, 
floated languidly on every side, unfolding 
their gauze-like robes and passing off in 
eddying currents. There was a collection 
of small houses huddled at the mouth of 
the Maumee river, marking the site of the 
present city of Toledo. Slowly the quar- 
tette floated over the great bend, dotted 
with specks of land, where Perry gained 
his victory in 1813. Sandusky City was 
passed at 7:2 and the Atlantic swept far 
into the lake, headed due East. At 9:30 a 
steamer bound for Buffalo was overtaken 
and an exchange of compliments, consist- 
ing of cheers, followed, At 10 o’clock the 
steamer was out of sight in the rear, so 
rapid was the balloon’s flight. In three 
hours the entire length of Lake Erie had 
been traversed. 

At 10:30 o’clock Lake Ontario was sighted. 
The balloon was a mile above a terrible 
storm that was bending the trees to the 
ground and lashing the waves into an in- 
describable fury.

All aboard for the North Pole. 

A 8t. Louis aeronaut, Prof. R. G. Welis, 
proposes to start for the North Pole th:s 
summer—if he can “raise the wind’’ to 
bujld his airship—and anybody who wants to 
go along may do so. 

Andre and his balloon are not in it for 
a minute with Prof. Wells. The professor 
Says so and he ought to know. “I can reach 
the North Pole in a month from the time 
I start,’’ said the professor to a Sunday 
Post-Dispatch reporter, with intense earn- 
estness. (N, B.—It was the professor who 
had the intense earnestness.) ‘“‘Andre and 
these other fellows who talk about getting 
there with balloons simply can't do it. That 
is all there {s to it. With my airship I can 
get there. I will bet my life on it.”’ 

Prof. Wells is no novice at aeronauting. 
He has aeronauted all over the civilized 
world, and over a great deal of it which is 
uncivilized. He claims to have made 0 
balloon ascensions, and he doubtless has 
made about as many as the next aeronaut. 

But this story has nothing to do with bal- 
wons. It deals with airships. Here is a pic- 
ture of the airship Prof. Wells expects to go 
to the North ole in—always with the 
“raising the wind’’ proviso. 

The airship has no existence as yet, save 
45 amemory. It is drawn from a cut of one 
the professor made for the French Govern- 
ment during the Franco-Prussian war, near- 
ly two decades ago. He \proposes to make 
one just like it, at a cost*of only $5,000. Ti 
only ery | lacking is the $5,000, but that 
easy. As Prof. Wells truly remarks, ‘‘If th 
men of St. Louis would devote to this 
project the money spent on horse racing, 
gambling, drinking and other vices, just in 
one day, I can make the start from here. 
That would make St. Louis famous.” 

Now there is a plan, so practical, and yet 
60 simple it is a wonder nb one ever thought 
of it before. Since Prof. Wells has suggested 
it doubtless everybody will proceed to fall 
in line, and the event may be looked upon 
as foregone. 

Prof. Wells has unbounded faith in his | 
proposed airship. Why should he not have, | 
seeing that he built one which was not: 
found wanting? True, it was not tried to} 
see if it would be found wanting or not, | 
but that was not the fault of Prof. Wells. 
He sold it to the French Government, and | 
they were at liberty to do as they pleased | 
wit it. If they chose to pay their good | 
money for an airship and then let it fall | 
into @ state of innocuous desuetude, that | 
was their affair. The professor constructed | 
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and scientifie theory is always more to be 
relied on than demonstration. 

It ‘s a fact that the professor made the 
airship for the French Government, but he 
was handicapped by untoward events. Gam- 
betta went to Lyons himself to superin- 
tend the buying of the silk. The cost of the 
silk was $2,600, and having secured it, on 
Gambetta’s instructions the professor took 
the material to Bordeaux to have it made.

size has been'a possibility for some time, 
but the expense of the process was far in 
excess of their market value, hence the 
fact that diamonds, Iike buttons, could be

Now comes the report from the United 
States Comsul at Zurich, Switzerland, that 
a process has been discovered by which 
diamonds of enormous size can be made 
at comparatively little expense. If this is 
true we will soon have diamonds to burn. 
They will become so common then rich 
people who wear them as a badge of 
wealth and superiority w:l!l have to look for 
rarer gems. ‘The Arliff and Koh-i-noor wil! 
be put to shame. 

Ten years ago the artificial production 
of diamonds was supposed to be as impos- 
sible as the transmutation of metals. The 
alchemists of former years were nothing 
loath to spend their time trying to discover 
a way to manufacture the prec‘ous metal, 
gold, and for centur.es these men have been 
searching for the secret. 

The man who has discovered the diamond 
making secret is one E. Mozat. The prin- 
ciple of the process is about the same as 
the one for making small diamonds, which 
is to obtain crystall.zed carbon out of iron 
and coal by means of high  ~»pres- 
sure and high temperature. Mozat 
has made some improvement in the process 
as regards the technical operation. Pul- 
verized coal, iron, chips and liquid carbonic 
acid are placed in a siecel tube and hermet- 
ically sealed. Two electrodes are then in- 
troduced into the tube, and the contents 
Subjected to the action of an electric arc 
light. This process causes the iron to 
It is then saturated by the coal. 
At the same time the liquid carbonic ac‘d 
evaporates and creates an: enormous pres- 
sure on the mixture of iron and coal. 

While the mixture is cooling the carbon 
crystallizes partly in the form of real dia- 
monds, and partly in the form of similar 
stones. These crystals are then segregated 
by dissolving the fron in diluted mftriatic 
acid. By this method the mixture remains 
under high pressure during the operation 
of the electrical current. In other meth- 
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the English channel, the distance being 
only twenty-one miles. Engineers have de- 
clared it practicable, but statesmen have 
been divided on the political wisdom of 
the undertaking. Fifteen years ago some 
experimental borings were made on the 
English side, and soundings were taken all 
along the proposed route, but there the 
matter ended, and of late years there has 
been little if any renewed agitation of the 
subject. 

At present there is only one instance of 
two countries being joined by a sub-aque- 
ous tunnel. That is the tunnel under tne 
St. Clair River from Port Huron, Mich., 
to Port Sarnia, Canada. The other sub- 
aqueous tunnels of note are the three tn 
England, under the Thames, the Mersey and 
the Severn Rivers, but none of these, nor 
elsewhere in the world, can compare with 
the project of constructing the proposed 
tunnel which will go tnder the Irish Sea, 
or North Channel, from a po'nt near Point 
Patrick, Scotland, to near Carrickfergus, 
Ireland. a distance of twenty-eight miles. 

The estimated cost of this mighty under- 
taking is placed at $35,000,000, and an En- 
glish syndicate proposes to build it as a 
commercial enterprise for the profits which 
are expected to accrue. 

On a basis of 6 per cent the profits would 
have to be over $2,000,0 a year above 
operating expenses, yet the promoters be- 
lieve that enough passenger and freight 
traffic would be received to make the ven- 
ture pay the percentage. 

Of course, to begin with, there would be 
a saving of time, and that is a big con- 
cideration these rushing days. At the 
present time the malls for Liverpool 
via transatlantic steamers are _ taken 
off at Queenstown, sent by rail to Dublin, 
thence by steamer, a five hours’ trip, to 
Holyhead, and from’ there by through 
train to London. Many passengers take the 
same route. They get to London nearly a 
day sooner than by waiting for the ehip 
to reach Liverpool.

east to west. 
the numerous mountain streams whic 
take their rise 100 miles north of the city 
traverses the plain in a southwesterly di- 
rection to Tequendama, where, through a 
gap not over thirty-six feet in width. it 
leaps over a rocky ledge upward of 600 feet 
hig , forming one of the most magnificent 
cataracts on the globe, and thence rushes 
down to join the Magdalena. The height 
of this precipice is so great that the in- 
habitants of Bogota were terrified by the 
daring and audacious act of the Canadian 
equilibrist, Mr. Warner, who in November 
crossed the abyss of the Tequendama in 
imitation of the act of Blondin at Niagara. 
This feat is shown in the accompanying 
cuts, which are reproductions of photo- 
graphs taken on the spot by A. Esperm of 
the city of Bogota. 

From the remotest antiquity there have 
always been equilibrists, many of whom 
were extraordinarily daring and skilful, and 
have astounded the spectators by their deeds 
of prowess. History tells us, says the Scien- 
tific American, that is 1385, upon the en- 
trance of Isabel of Bavaria into Paris, a 
Genoese allowed himself to slide, singing, 
from the tops of the towers of Notre Dame 
to the Pont de Change, over which the 
Queen passed and entered through an open- 
ing in the blue taffeta sown with golden 
fleur de lis, with which the bridge was cov- 
ered. After having placed a crown on young 
Isabel's head, the equilibrist continued hls 
aerial journey. When it was nearly night, 
the Genoese ascended to the towers carrying 
a lighted torch in each hand, which must 
have caused a singular appearance from a 
distance and doubtless gave rise to more 
than one story of fantastic apparitions. If 
history has preserved for us through five 
centuries the tradition of this discent from 
the towers of Notre Dame to the Pont de 
Change as a marvelous feat, what can we 
say of Blondin and his imitators, especially 
of Warner?

BEES AS AIDS TO WAR. 


Two Instances in Which Their Sting- 
ing Powers Were Made Useful. 
History records two instances, according 
to Mr. Whiteley Stokes in the London 
Athenaeum, in which bees have been used 


in warfare as weapons against besieging 
forces, The first is related by Appian, of 
the siege of Themiscyra in Pontus, by 
Lucullus in his war against Mithridates. 
Turrets were brought up, mounds were 
built and huge mines were made by the 
Romans. The people of Themiscyra dug 
open these mines from above and througn 
the holes cast down upon the workmen 
bears and other wild animals and hives or 
swarms of bees. 

The second instance is rpoorded in an 
Irish manuscript in the Biblitheque Royale. 
at Brussels, and tells how the Danes and 
Norwegians attacked Chester, which was 
defended by the Saxons ad some Gaelic 
auxiliaries. The Danes were worsted by 
& stratagem, but the Norwegians, sheltered 
by hurdles, tried to pierce the walls of tne 
town—when, “what the Saxons and the 
Gacidhil who were among them did, was to 
throw down large rocks, by which they 
broke down the hurdles over their heads.”

What the Saxons did next was to put 
all the beer and water of the town into 
the caldrons of the town, to boil them and 
spill them down upon those who were un- 
der the hurdles, so that their skins were 
peeled off.

The true 
banana is a small variety of the plantain 
and is never shipped to northern countries.

Mr. Campbell learned of the nutritive 
properties of this food while studying in 
India.

A 
servant can insure his job by insuring the 
life of his master, he may insure himself 
against contracting any specific disease, 
such as small pox or measles—in short ac- 
cording to a correspondent he can find 
brokers willing for a proper premium to 
insure him against almost any possible con- 


tingency. 
Just now there is a great clientele for the 
brokers in Jubilee insurance, and it has al- 


ready been announced that a large number 
of insurances are being effected on the life 
of the Queen at the rate of five guineas per 
cent for three months. Also an immense 
deal of business is being done in insuring 
the lives of the royal family and in guaran- 
teeing the route of the royal procession, 
Indeed, an afternoon spent at Lioyds just 
now is a most interesting diversion. he 
practice of the brokers is, in many in- 
stances, to study the morning papers, and, 
having made notes of the chief events of 
the day, to offer “sporting risks’ on many 
of the listed occurrences. 

To people to whom it directly concerns 
an insurance against an impending calam- 
ity is of the utmost moment. For example 
the other day a Greek merchant, who had 
consigned to him a cargo of currants, not 
only saw that the vessel and cargo were in- 
sured, but he also wished a 5,000 pounds in- 
surance against the possibility of a block- 
ade in Greek waters. Several brokers 
jumped at this risk, which cost the insured 
a matter of 3) pounds. 

And here it may be mentioned that these 
sort of insurances rarely exceed £5,000. This 
is the sum which every underwriter at 
Lloyds is required to deposit with the Com- 
mittee on Election, in addition to an en- 
trance fee and an annual subscription of 
£21. Yet only last week a certain insurance 
was effected for £50,000, which is believed 
to be the highest of this character ever 
made at Lioyds. 

“There is hardly a Cabinet Minister or 
eminent public person whose life is not at 
this moment insured here,’’ said a weil- 
known broker to the writer. “Naturally, 
they do not insure themselves; it is often 
done by those whom their death would 
mean a serious loss—chiefly, of course, pe- 
cuniarily. Very often a servant will insure 
against his master’s demise. We have had, 
quite recently, a theatrical manager insur- 
ing against empty houses—a risky venture 
for us that, on the eve of a new play—and 
I myself have issued a policy covering the 
success of a newspaper. I may tell you, 
without betraying any confidence that 
when a certain paper ceased publication 
not long ago I was out of pocket £1,000, 
had insured its continuation for at least 
one year. In a word, there is nothing in the 
shape of risk we are not prepared to issue 
policies upon.”

THE TRAGEDY OF SUFFERING 
FROM A SURGEON’S NOTE BOOK. 


The Marvelous Endurance of the Human Body, and 
Some Strange Effects of Chloroform. 


I had nothing particular to do and dropped 
in to have a talk with the doctor. He is a 
prominent surgeon in this city, and makes 
a specialty of diseases of women.
